MR. CHANDLER’S OPPORTUNITY TO IM- 

PRESS HIS CONSTITUENTS—JUGGLING 
WITH THE DIRECT TAX BILL. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The Republican Sen- 
ators have at last decided what to do with the 
Chandler and various other resolutions con- 
cerning so-called “electien outrages” in the 
South. They propose to send the Elections 
Committee on a roving expedition to find out 
‘whother in any State the free and lawful ex- 
pression of the will of the people has 
been hindered as to the election ef mem- 
bers of the Fifty-first Congress, or the 
election of members of State Legisiatures who 
elect members of the Fifty-iirst Congress or the 
election of Presidential Electors. The commit- 
tee is also to make special inquiry into the State 
election in Louisiana in April, 1888, to tind out 


whether the State officers and the Legislature 
Wore really elected by the people, and whether 
Louisiana has a republican form of guvern- 
ment. Loaveistobe given the committees to 
Bit uuring the recess or while Congress isin 
Session, and to sit “anywhere within the United 
Btates,” and te employ at the expense of the 
ee a stenographer, clerk, messenger,

Mr. Hoar reported from the committee te-day 
@ resolution covering this prograinme, and 
undertook to have it sent to the Committee on 
Contingent Expenses without being read in the 
Benate. Mr. Saulsbury notified the Senate that 
he anu the other Democratic members of the 
Elections Commiitee dissented entirely from 
the resolution because it attempted to assume 

urisdietion over matters with which the Senate 

ad nothing to do, and because it was evil in 
its tendencies and ealoulated to e¢ause agi- 
tation throughout the country without any 
good results whatever. After listening 
te Mr. Saulsbury, the Senators concluded that 
they had better hear the resolution, and or Mr. 
Gorman’s dewand it was read by the Clerk. 
The Maryland Senator remarked that it did not 
seem to cover bribery and corruption alleged to 
have beek rife at the last election, and then he 
obiected to further action upon the resolution 
to-day. Under the rules this threw the resolu- 
tion ever until to-morrow. Mr. Hoar tried te 
induce the presiding officer not to enforee the 
rule, but he failed, and Mr. Gorman’s objection 
blocked the matter for a day. 

It is upon the debute upon this resolution that 
Mr. Chandler relies very largely for his re-elec- 
tion as a Senator trom New-Hampshire. He is 
prepared to wave the bloody shirt with great 
vigor for the benefit of the people of New- 
Hampshire, as he believes such a course Will 
meot with their special approval. In addition 
to the persons! benefit Mr. Chandler expects to 
derive [rom the passage of the resolution, the 
Republicans intend by its authority to find 
whatever reasons may be desired for whatever 
course toward the South the ineoming Admin- 
istration may decide to take. The resolution is 
broad enough to fitin any policy which Gen, 
Harrison may be directed by Mr. Blaine to 
adopt.

The opponents of the Direct Tax bill in Con- 
gress are not numerous, but they have shrewdly 
taken advantage of their opportunity to put 


the billin a fair way to be defeatea by a pocket 
veto, which they claim to have reason to 
believe will be its fate. The House 
was about to take up for  consider- 
ation yesterday the conference report on 
this bili when a message was received from 
the Senate asking thatthe repert be returned 
to that body. The real reason for its recall was 
not then understood by the friends of the bill, 
but it has since been learned that the object of 
Senator Vest in asking the Senate to bring it 
back was not simply to make a speech against 
the bill, but to delay its arrival at the White 
House until within ten legislative days before 
the close of the session. When the 
fact dawned upon the mind of Senator 
Sherman that he had been outwitted he was 
mnuch annoyed, but he publicly made only a few 
temperate remarks to the Senate before rushing 
the report back tothe otherend of ths Capitol 
to-day. Representative Caswel} called up tie 
conference report at once, as.a “matter of priy- 
lege, although the belated Post Office Apprepia- 
tion blll was then under consideratien, Mr, 
Rogers met him with dilatory motions, and 
after two hours of filibustering Mr. Caswell gave 
up for the day, and the consideration of the 
Post Office bill was resumed. The opposi- 
tion have, therefore, succeeded in forcing the 
Direct Tax bill into an unfortunate legislative 
Aituation. The adoption of the conference re- 
port end enrollment of the pill cannot now take 
place In time to prevent a pocket veto. It is 
not expected that the bill will reach the Presi- 
dent before Thursday or Friday. Its enemies 
have manwuvred to getitinto this hole because 
they feared that if it should be returned to Con- 
gress Without the appreval of the President 
they might not be able to prevent its passage 
over a veto. 

The “ Federation of Toilers” of this city has 
found a new reason formamng the Sabbath a 
day of rest, and as the “‘ toilers’’ think Congress 


should carry out their ideas, they have natural- 
ly turned to Senator Blair as the proper person 
to represent them. Through Mr. Blair they 
presented to the Senate to-day a memorial in 
which they say: ‘‘ Your undersigned petitieners 
would, in view of the fact that the Constitution 
provides that the President shall not be re- 
quired to work ov Sundays, and also in view of 
thp additional fact thatthe Constitation guaran- 
tees equal rights, immunities, and privileges to 
all citizens of the United States of Ameriea, most 
respectfully ask that all empleyers be prohib- 
ited from requiring their employes to work on 
Sundays under penalty of allowing them double 
pay for each necessary voluntary Violation of 
their constitutional rights. We would further 
ask that every Saturday be made a legal holi- 
day everywhere within the limits of the United 
States of America.” Mr. Blair may de expected 
to follow this with a bill providing for double 
pay for “each necessary voluntary violation” 
of the rights of toilers, and pobody would be 
surprised if the Committee on Edacation and 
Labur should give a series of hearings to all 
persons interested.

Representative Butterworth to-day intro- 
dueed in the House a joint reselution author- 
izing the President to invite the members ef 


the Parliament of the Dominien of Canada and 
the Cabinet of the several provinces to visit the 
United States as the guests of the Nation. The 
preamble recites that the enlightened eiviliza- 
tion of the age demands that international dif- 
ferenves be adjusted by peaceful methods of 
arbiiration; that the establishment and en- 
couregement of healthful trade and commerce 
between the United States and other nations, 
especially with our neizabors and kinsmen of 
Cauada,is one of the obvious duties of Congress; 
that social and Dusiness intereourse é¢an accom- 
plish more than diplomacy to remove causes of 
difference; that the presa of the United States 
and Canada have suggested that good results 
would fellow @ personal observation by the 
members of the Dominion Parliament 
and Cabinets of our resources and people, 
and that as Congress is devoting many 
millions for warfehips and engines of 
War, a reasonable appropriation in the 
interest of peace eannot be withheld.

A night session was held by the House to- 
night for the consideration of bills to be called 
by the Committee on Military Affairs.

The Hoeuse 
was soon in an uproar, but flanked by Mr. Ma- 
honey and Mr. Fiteb, Mr. Campbell refused to 
yield, until at last the angry members gave up 
all hope of accomplishing anything and ad-

THE PRESIDENT WRITES TO THE TARIFF 


REFORMERS AT CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—If tariff reform had won a 
Magnificent victory at the polls in November 
instead of suffering a reverse, the enthusiasm of 
ita friends who met here to-day in convention 
could searcely have been greater. The gathering 
was like the celebration of a successful engage- 
ment rather than preparation for a fight not yet 
completed. “Our triumphant defeat,” Mr. R, R. 
Bowker of New-York ealied it, while the tariff 
reformers eheered. There was no evidence of 


the presence of that hope which, deferred, 
maketh the heart sick, but rather a confidence 
in ultimate suecess that was jubilance. 


The preliminary session of the convention, 
which was called by the Tariff-Reform League 
and will last three days, comfortably filled the 
body of the Madison-Street Theatre. There 
were 200 delegates in tewn when the conven- 
tion was calied to order at 3 o’clock by Mr. 
Jobn Z White of Chieago, Seeretary of the 
league, and every train briggs more. 

As the actual work of the convention does not 
begin until to-morrow, there is no reason to 
doubt that 500 men, earnest for tariff reform 
and representing the theughtfal, unselfish eiti- 
zene of the United States, will gather in Central 
Music Hall, where future sessions are to be 
held, to-morrow morning. 

These geutlemen, to whom Gen. Harrison 
sneeringly alluded in his letter of asceptauee as 
“students of maxims and not of markets,” hard- 
ly bear out that description in appearance. 
Probably 50 per cent. of those who attended the 
session to-day are near the half-century mark, 
and there were many eray heads. Keen and 
shrewd-looking, 1t was evident that they are in 
the main business men. There are a number of 
farmers in the convention, and the cordial wel- 
come they have received has been very marked. 

Two significant features of the meeting to-day 
were the unstinted recognition of the services 
President Cleveland has rendered the cause, 
and the fact that a great majority of the dele- 
gates present are the sort of tariff reformers 
who believe in reforming the tariff out of ex- 


The earefully-prepared address of Mr. E. 
Burritt Smith, of Chicago, the temporary Cnair- 
man,gave no uncertain sound, and when he 
said, *“ Wecan stand the stain of defeat aud 
desire to now and here inaugurate the next 
campaign,’ there was great enthusiasm. His 
reference to Mr. Cleveland as “our great 
leader’ roused his hearers, as did every men- 
tion of the President. It was generaily known 
that Mr. Cleveland had senta letter regretting 
his inability to be present, and there was a 
burst ef applause when Seeretary Smith 
stepped forward near the close of the session 
and announced that he would read it. 

The letter was as*follows: . 


EXECUTIVE MANSION, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24, 1889. t 
John Z. White, ksq., Secretary, &c. 

DEAR 81x:—I have received the invitatiow of 
the Tariff Reform League to be present at the 
cenvention of tariff reformers to be held in 
the city of Chiczgo on the 19th, 20th, and 21st 
of February, 1889. 

Ihave also read the circular of the league 
accompanying this invitation, in which the ob- 
jects and purposes of the proposed convention 
are speettically set forth. The scheme of prac- 
tical and efliclent work therein described meetse 
with my hearty ee adler and promises, if hon- 
estly adhered to, the most valuable aid in the 
furtherance of a cause which is very near to 
the interests and welfare of our people, 

Vhe danger which we have to guard against is 
the misleading of our countrymen by specious 
theories, cunningly contrived, and falsely offer- 
ing to the people relief from present burdens 
and the legitimate benefits of beneficent rule 
under the sanction of free institutions. 

The declared purposes of your League will not 
be attained until all those interested in the 
economic question whichis now pressed upon 
their attention are freed from all sopbistries 
and clouding fallacies, and until the subject of 
tariff retorm 1s presented to them as a topic in- 
volving the relief of the plain people of the 
land in their homes from useless anu unjust ex- 
pense. 

The question is a Simple and piain ono, and 
needs but to be fairly presented to be under- 
stood. It is the positive duty of your organiza- 
tion to guard the people aguinst deception. 

My extreme interests in the work which your 
League has undertaken and in the expressed 
objects of the proposed cenvention would lead 
me to accept your invitation if it were pessible 
to do so, but my public duties here positively 
prevent such acceptance. 

Hoping thatthe convention will be very suc- 
cessful, and with an earnest wish for the pros- 
perity and success of your League in its efforts 
to enlighien and benefit the people, I am, yours 
very truly, GROVER CLEVELAND. 

When the letter had been read a delegate 
sprang te his feet and, as soon as he could make 
himself heard through the clapping of hands 
and atanping of feet, he proposed three sheers 
tor the President. They were given with a will 
and must bave disturbed the writers on the 
western organ of war taxation, the inler Ucean, 
en the floors above. 

Half a dozen of the delegates responded to 
calls for five-minute speakers, Mr. R. R. Bow- 
ker, Gen. Trumbull, and Thomas G. Shearman 
among the number.

that he was to address this convention in the 
evening.

OCOUPONS IN VIRGINIA.

THE PEOPLE CALLED UPON TO PAY 
TAXES IN MONEY. 

PRTERSBURG, Va, Feb. 19.—Gov. Fitzhugh 
Lee and Mayor Ellyson of Richmond addressed 
the business men of Petersburg under the 
auspices of the Chamber of Commerese to-night 
in advocacy of the payment of State taxes in 
money instead of coupons. The flow of coupons 
iuto the State Treasury increased from 1885 to 
1887 frem $50,000 to $251,000, and the pros- 
pect was that the increase this year would be 80 
xreatas to embarrass very seriously the State 
tinances. 

‘The bulk of these coupons were paid by the 
five principal cities and seven counties of the 
Commonwealth, and the other 93 counties pay- 
ing dollar for dollar of theirtaxes. Under these 
circumstances & strenuous demand has been 
made on Gov. Lee te eull an extra session of 
the Legislature to remedy the matter. Gov. 
Lee was advised that if he called the extra sea- 
sion very stringent legislation would be enact- 
ed affecting the coupon-paying cities, and he 
decided that before issuing any call he would 
confer with and address the people and ask 
them to refuse the use of coupons. 

Richmond and Lynchburg have promptly re- 
sponded to the Governor’s appea), and Peters- 
burg followed suit to-nigbt. Committees were 
appointed to wait upon all citizens and secure 
their pledges againat the use of coupons. It is 
believed that the efforts of Gov. Lee will result 
in the general refusal to use coupons, and bring 
the foreign crediters of the State to consent to 
ene of the debt on the Riddleberger 

asis. 


THE WHEAT ON HAND. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 19.—One of the leading 
millers makes the following estimate of wheat 
in sight, and says that the millers here have 
fully as much wheats bought for future delivery 


as is here figured out. The estimate is given for 
what itis worth and merely to show how the 
bulls here look at the situation: 


Stocks at terminal points 
Stocks in country elevators, 
Stocks in private storage 





Total stocks in sight in Northwest...16,160,586 


The milis have yet to run 26 weeks on this 
crop. This will give them in round numbers 
625,000 bushels per week, or an output of 
about 19,400 barrels per day for the entire time. 
The figures do not allow anything for shipment, 
probably expecting that the amount back in 
farmers’ hands will cover that demand, This is 
the way one of the heaviest bulls puts it, but it 
is doubtful if millers here ¢gontrol over 10,000,- 
000 of the 16,000,000 bushels he figures as be- 
ing in sight. 





WHE KBNNA MEN OBSTINATE. 

‘CHARLESTON, West Va., Feb. 19.—The Demo- 
crata frittered away another epportunity to 
agree on a United States Semator to-night. A 
conference was hvld, and, as usual, the out-and- 
out Kenna men prevented it from taking any 
deeisive action. A strong effort was made to 
carry a resolution asking Kenna te withdraw, 
but i¢ falled. Instead, another resolutian was 
passed to appoint a committee to wait on Kenna 
and invite him to be present at the conference 
to be held te-morrow night. If decisive action 
is net taken then it will be no use to expect the 
election of a United &tates Senator at this ses- 
sion. The Repuviicans will not permit an ex- 
tension, and tie last vote will be taken Friday. 
There ie not much doubt that an extra session 
Will be called soen.

PROGRESS OF THE CONOORD 
AND BENNINGTON. 

BOTH WILL PROBABLY BE LAUNCHED 
BY JULY—THE DELAY IN FURNISH- 
ING PROPER MATERIALS. 

CHESTER, Penn., Feb. 19.—The work on the 
pew cruisers Concord and Bennington is being 
pushed steadily forward and it is expected that 
both vessels will be launched before July next. 
The hull of the Cencord is a little further along 
than that of the Bennington, but the machinery 
for the latter vessel is more nearly completed 
than that intended for the former. This will in 
@ measure neutralize the delays on the two 
vessels and cause them to be ready for trial at 
about the same time. 

The contract for the building of the Cé&gcord 
and Bennington was given to tne Quintard 
Iron Works, (Palmer & Co.,) the contract price 
for each vessel being $490,000, This is 
$35,000 more on each than was allowed the 
Cramps for the Yorktown, and yet the Con- 
cord and Benningten are sister ships to the 
Yorktown. But the contractfor the Con- 


cord and Bennington calls for a develop- 
ment in the machinery of each vessel of 3,400 
herse power, Whereas the contract for tne 
Yorktown called for only 3,000 horse power. 
The Yorktown developed over 3,650 horse 
power on trial, thus realizing te the contractors 
a@ bonus of some $65,000. It is expeeted that 
the Concord and Bennington will make just 
as fine a showing, and if they each develop 
3,650 horse power, both the Concord and 
Bennington will net separately abeut the same 
benus as was realized off the Yorktown. 

The steel plates tor the Concord are being 
made by the Carnegie Works of Pittsburg, those 
jor the Bennington by Spang of Pittsburg. The 
construction work on the hulls ts sublet to the 
Delaware Ship Building Works, (Roaeh’s 
Works,) while the work on the machinery is 
being done at the shops of the Quintard Iron 
Works. Carnegie is making the angles and 
beams for both ships and the Midvale Steel 
Works is making the shatts. These shafts are 
first cast and then taken to the West Point 
Foundry and bored out. 

The propellers have been manufactured by H. 
H. Cramp & Co. of Philadelphia, and are Man- 
gese bronze. The alloyin these blades is so 
hard that pone but the very finest of steel too!s 
wili stand the work on the surface. The pro- 
pellers are three-bluded, the samme as the York- 
town’s, and are perhaps the strongest ever de- 
signed to be put on any vessel’s shaft. 

All the iron castings for the Bennington and 
Coneord are the manufacture of the Delamater 
Iron Works of New-York. It will be seen from 
the above that the work on the new cruisers is 
pretty well divided up, each tirm attending to 
specialties. This in a certain measure iusures 
even finer workmanship than if the whole work 
was done by one firm. 

Since the issuance of the original specifica- 
tions for the construction of the Concord and 
Bennington numerous changes have been made 
in minor details and only two of any impor- 
tance, These latter changes have been in forced 
draught and in the working of the independent 
air and circulating pumps. The change in the 
matter of forced draught is the same as was 
made on the Petrel, it being now given from 
closed ash pits, 

When the Yorktown was on her reeent official 
trial trip there: was observed a peculiar jerky 
motion about the independent air and circulat- 
ing pumps. The writer calied the attention of 
Mr, John Patterson, the Chief Engineer of the 
Yorktown, to it atthe time, but Mr. Patterson 
observed that the treuble wouldj.soon be got 
rid of The naval engineers abroad were ob- 
Serving every little working in the machinery 
and were not slow to detect the action of the 
independent sir and cireulating pumps. As a 
result changes have been made in the new ma- 
chinery tor the Concord and Bennington, and 
it is expected that all such trouble will be 
eliminated when the vessels aro put on trial. 

The people at Roach's yards complain of the 
manner in which they have been hampered in 
the receipt of steel plates. This seems to be a 
common cry among the shipbuilders of the new 
cruisers and accounts for tne delay in the cun- 
struction of all the vessels. The trouble bas 
been in the inspection tests, and not from any 
lack of efticiency on the part ef the stee! manu- 
facturers. As one official at Roach’s yard re- 
marked: ‘‘ The Carnegie works have a pile of 
rejected material in thelr yards as hieb as a 
house.” Our steel manufacturers attempted in 
the first plaeeto rush off their orders for Govern- 
tment workin mach the same muuner as they 
would for private contract. And it was duea 
great deal te the estimate put on the time re- 
quired for private work that a standard of 
time was taken for the completion of Govern- 
ment vessels. The result of such comparison of 
time was disastrous, for without exception 1t 


has been found that the time specitied for the. 


Duilding of the new vessels is wholly inade- 
quate to their completion. The Yorktown was 
overdue, the Baltimore will be overdue, the 
Charleston people were compelled to ask for 
an extension of time, and the Petrelshould have 
been ready fer trial on Dec. 27. It has all 
been a fault of the Navy Department, and the 
contractors, too, have been at faultin imagin- 
ing that the time specified was sufiiciently long. 
Carnegie contracted with the Quinard Iron 
Works to deliver 50 tons of material 
every week atthe Chester werks of Rouch & 
Co., but be failed to live up to the letter of his 
contract. No ene had taken into calculation 
beforehand, neither contractors nor naval offi- 
cials, the immense amount of work called for in 
the little details of the new cruisers, but itseems 
now that all concernea are beginning to learn 
just what time is requisite for the building of 
one of the new war vessels. Spang of Pittsburg, 
who has the contract with the Quintard Iron 
Works for the delivery of the steel plates for the 
Bennington, had a set-baek by reason of astrike 
of his workmen, but the firm is now rushing the 
material through as fast as 1t passes the Gov- 
ernment inspection test. This past delay of the 
Spang peopie accounts for the Bennington’s 
hull being a little behind the Concord’s in con- 
struction. 

At the Roach yards are some 800 men at 
work, the majority engaged on the new naval 
vessels, ‘This force is to be augmented in the 
Spriag by sowe 300 or 400 men. 

In charge of the inspection work for the Gov- 
ernment at the Roach yards is Naval Con- 
structor Robert Steele, United States Navy; 
= Carpenter Waltermeyer, United States 

avy. 

Besides the Government construction the 
Roach works have in hand the following work: 

A steamer for the New-York and Texas 8team- 
ship Company of about 3,000 tons displacement, 
to be employed in the trade between New-York 
and Galveston. 

A 3,060-ton steamer for the New-England and 
Savannah Steamship Oumpany, and two steam- 
ers for the New-York and Cuba Mail Steam- 
ship Company, to run between New-York, Hay- 
ans, and pointe in the West Indies, 

The keels of the first three vessels in the 
above have already been laid, and the keel of 
the fourth is being laid. . 

The work on the Government vessels is re- 
ceiving, however, the greater part of atten- 
tion, and now that all but 160 tons of mater- 
jal has been delivered by Carnegie, the hull of 
the Concord may be expected to be completed 
in the course of a couple of months. 

At the Quintard Iron Works there are a 
couple of hundred men at work on the ma- 
chinery of the Concord and Benningtun, and 1t 
is expected that the work on both will have 
been cempleted by the latter partof April.

The machinery for 
the Concord and Bennington will be sent on 
just as soon as the two vessels are ready to have 
the same erected, men being detailed from the 
Quintard Works to put it in place. It now 
seems asif the Coneord and Bennington ought 
to be well along toward completion by the mid- 
dle of the coming Summer and ready for their 
otiicial trial trips during the latter part of the 
Fail. The Charleston, Petrel, and Baltimore 
will precede them, but the chances are that the 
Concord and Bennington will be placed on the 
active naval list almost as soon as the Balti- 
more. 

The present year will witness the advent to 
the navy of at least five new vessels, the 
Vesuvius, Yorktown, Charleston, Petrel, and 
Baltimore, with the possibility of the Concord 
and Bennington joining the number. The Phila- 
delphia and Newark will also be launched next 
Sammer from Cramp’s yards, so that the com- 
ing Fall will see the trial of naval vessels fol- 
lowing One upon the other in quick succession. 

The Quintard Iren Works will be among the 
bidders for the construction of the machinery 
of the battieship Maine, now building at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. On aecount of proximity 
it would seem most desirable that this or some 
other New-York firm should secure the con- 
tract, for there wouid certainly be less delay in 
the time of delivery. 


THEY MUST REMAIN IN JAIL.

TWENTY-THREE BODIES TAKEN FROM 


THE HARTFORD HOTEL WRECK. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 19.—The bodies of the 
Rev. Dr. Perrin and wife were removed from 
the ruins of the Park Central Hotel during the 
day. Insurance Commissioner Fyler of Tor- 
rington, who was frequently with Dr. Perrin 
while in this city, knew the location of his 
room in the hotel. By that means he indicated 
the spot where the reinains would probably be 
found. The excavation resulted successfully. 
The body of Mrs. Perrin was charred and dis- 
figured, a fate escaped by her husband. C, C. 
Lester of Saratoga Springs, son-in-law of Dr. 


Perrin, reached here last night, and Prof. Per- 
rin of Western Reserve College arrived this 
noon, but was not allowed by his friends to 
Visit the rnins. Dr. and Mrs. Perrin’s funeral 
will occur at New-Britain on Thursday. 

William Boyle’s body was also excavated this 
afternoon. He sleptin the boiler room Sunday 
night, and was found on the barrel where he 
fell asleep. 

‘rhe excavations had to be abandoned this 
afternoon until the walls of the annex eould be 
demolished. The search for the bodies was 
— until the lives of the men were imperiled 
xy the tottering brick work. The body of the 
night clerk, Perry, has not been recovered. It 
is now believed that all the victims exeept 
Perry have beon feund. The totai list of dexud 
is now 23. 

One of the unknown dead reported yesterday 
Was identified this afternoon as Thomas F. Mc- 
Cue of New-York. The identification was made 
by his son, James McCue, 

The engineers, Amos Risley and Alexander 
Thauer, were beund over to the Superior Ceurt, 
eu the charge of manslaughter, by Judge 
Henney this morning. Bail was fixed at $10,- 
000 in each case. Neither man was able to 
procure the amount, and both will spend the 
time in jail until their trial. Coroner Sperry 
will not begin his formal investigation of the 
calamity until Thursday. Meanwhile he is pro- 
curing all the facts in the case, the testimony 
of oxperts in regard to the boilers, and the staie- 
ments of survivors who are being cared for at 
the Hartford Hospital. 4 

Mrs. Ketchum, the wife of the landlord, was 
bereft of reason after her removal from the 
ruins. To-day she is regaining her mind. Her 
physieal injuries will prove less dangerous than 
Was supposed at first. 

Tbe tuneral of J. George Engler oceurred in 
the Park Chureh this afternoon, the Rey. L. L. 
Potter officiating. The remains were removed 
to Norwich forinterment. Dwight H. Buell’s 
funeral will take place Wednesday, the Rev. 
Joseph H. Twitchell conducting the services. 
The funeral of Louis H. Bronson, wife, and 
child will be held at the First Baptist Churen 
Wednesday aftermeon. The Rev. Dr. Stone, 
Prof. Graham Taylor of the Theological Semi- 
nary, and the Rev. William H. Dearborn of the 
Universalist Churoh will conduct the services, 

The burial of Max Galody, the German editor, 
and wife will be in charge of the Hebrew soci- 
ties. Andrew F. Whiting and wife will be buried 
at Norwich on Wednesday. 

The recovery of the remains of the Bronson 
child was one of the moat pathetic occurrences.

He invented several small 
articles which bave come into popular use, and 
had appeared before the publie considerably as 
& poet under the name of ** Maltby Jones.”’ His 
poetry was in Hoosier dialect, and has been 
printed in some of the best magazines and 
periodicals in the country.

A BIG WHEAT PURCHASE. 


BUFFALO MILLERS GO IN AND BOOM 


THE CHICAGO MARKET. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 19.—A. P. Wright & Son 
boughtin Chieago to-day fer Buffalo millers 
600,000 bushels of No. 1 Northern hard wheat 
at a price 549 cents above Chieago May. This 
issaidto be the largest eash transaction in 
grain on record, invelving about $700,000. The 
price of May wheat fluctuated about 3% cents, 
so this purchase varied $22,500 during the 
day. This purchase makes Buffale millers feel 
very complacent. The lot is of the crop of 1886, 


and has been held very quietly in a special bin 
in Chicago tor just such an advance as was 
reached to-day. 

The Buttale millers have been negotiating for 
this wheat some time and lately the Minneapolis 
flour makers heard of what was going on and 
entered the competition. The crep of 1886 was 
the best that has been raised in 25 years and 
this lotis the last of it. A special reason why 
the grain is a catch is thatthe millers ail over 
the country are trying to dodge the poor crop of 
last year. 

By Monday’s report Buffalo has in store 
1,865,126 bushels of bard wheat against 1,498,- 
202 busheis a year ago, which, theugh a good 
showing, was not enough surplus to satisfy the 
local millers, This grain is to be shipped to 
Buffalo as tast as itis needed. Some of it will 
not be forwarded till after navigation opens. 

Grain receipts are very large here this Win- 
ter. Lasc week was the heaviest on record, 
being over 100 cars a day.

HARRISON’S CABINET. 

8T. Louis, Mo., Feb. 19.—The mail carrier 
and the office boy were the most assiduous 
eallers on Gen. John W, Noble to-day. The one 
delivered a basketful of congratulations from 
friends at a distance, and the other introduced 
a hundred or more friends at hand. Although 
the General will net talk on the subjeet, his 


most intimate political friends say that it is an 
assured fact that he will be the next Secretary 
of the Interior. 

Gen. Nebie’s selection is duetoa warm college 
friendship that developed many years ago be- 
tween himself and the President-elect. Gen. 
Nobie has been aresident of St. Louis since 
1867. He has been amuch more prominent 
figure at the bar than in politics, although he 
has always seen known as e Republican of the 
ultra-radical stripe. Iu Missouri politics he 
outranks the silk-stocking element of his party 
and is elassed as silk stocking superlative. He 
is considered a bitter opponent of Chauncey I. 
Filley and his ambitions. Gen. Noble is re- 
garded as something of a reformer. In recent 
years Gen. Noble hua been regarded as ons of 
the stock Kepublican speakers of St. Louis, be- 
ing geuerally on hand at any important meet- 
ing. 

He bears himself with due dignity, attends 
church regularly, and never stays out late at 
hight. He is aristocratic by nature and ineli- 
bation, and he drinks only the choicest brands 
of imported wines. 

Geu. John Willock Noble was bern in Lancas- 
ter, Ohio, Oct. 26, 1831. He was the eighth of 
nine children. Among his brothers is Henry C. 
Noble, a@ preminent lawyer of Columbus, Onio. 
He passed bis early days in Columbus'and Cin- 
ciunati, where he enjoyed good educational ad- 
vantages. He attended Miami University and 
afterward Yale College, graduating from that 
institution in 1851. Upon his graduation he 
studied law, first in the office of hia brother and 
in'thatof Henry Stanberry, subsequently dis- 
tinguished as Attorney-General of the United 
States under President Johnson. Mr. Noble 
settled first in St. Louis in 1855. Not meeting 
with the suceess in the praetice of the law that 
he expected, ke removed the following year to 
Keokuk, lowa, where he became prominent at 
the bar. 

At the breaking out of the war he enlisted as 
&@ private in the Third lowa Cavalry. This regi- 
ment Was actively engaged from the beginning 
te the clese of the war, and digtinguishea itself 
in many battles. Mr. Noble steadily arose in it 
until he became Celonel. He was in the battie 
ot Pea Ridge, was present at the surrender of 
Vicksburg, and took partin the cavalry raid 
into Alabama and Georgia. At the close 
of the war be was promoted to a Brigadier- 
Generalship for meritorious services. He was 
mustered out in 1865. Gen. Noble was married 
in 1864, in Northampton, Mass., to the daugh- 
ter of Dr. H. Halstead. Two children were born 
of that marriage, neither of whom is now liv- 
ing. After the war Gen. Noble settled in St. 
Louis, were, on the recommendation of Attor- 
ney-General Stanberry, he was made United 
States District Attorney by Presideat Johnson. 
He resigned his position in 1870, and has since 
been engaged iu the private practice ef law. 

Noble and Orrick have reeeived some very 
heavy fees. Inthe case of the St. Louis Gas- 
light Company against the eity of St. Louis, the 
firm received in asingle check $35,000. They 
represented the plaintitts in the ease of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce of New-York against 
the Nationa! Bank of Missouri, obtaining a ver- 
dict of $434,000 for the plaintiffs. 

Gen. Nobile will be the seasond St. Louis man 
te till the position of Secretary of the Interior, 
Carl Schurz having been the first.

San Francisco, Feb. 19.—The scheoner Ta- 
hiti, arriving here from Tahiti, brings word that 
the greatest excitement prevails there in con- 
sequence of news brought of trouble at Samoa. 
This has been heightened by the operations of 
the French toward Bola Bola, Muaheine, and 
Rairatea, which form the leeward islands of 
the Society group. 

The French authorities havo expressed thoir 
intention of taking possession of these islands, 
but have been met with most determined oppo- 
sition on the part of the natives. The lower 
part of the principal island is occupied by 
French, but the natives are beyend their reach, 
having retired to the mountain fastnesses. 
When opportunity offers they descend and har- 
rass their oppenents, and therg seems to be 
little probability of their being brought into a 
state of subjection for some time.

THE WHEAT OUTLOOK. 


MINNEAPOLIS MILLERS LOOKING FOR- 


WARD TO A SHORT CROP. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb, 19.—The market 
Record says: 

“Minneapolis millers say they have bought more 
wheat for May than there is wheat in Minneapolis, 
Duluth, St. Paul, and country elevators. They be- 
lieve wheat will be short next Summer and have 
bought the future becanse they want the property. 
They say when the poor wheat is taken out there 
will be all of that short of enough to meet the May 
contracts and some one is going to get left 
in the gap. Although a great deal of that wheat 
sold for May has gone into the hands of parties 
that have set it afloat in the channels of futures 
and it may have been sold and bought by a great 
many people, it will be found that it has finally 
lodged in the hanas of some miller that has the con- 
tract laid away and will cail for the wheat. In 
their opinion that fact alone will force high prices. 

“It is admitved by the country elevator men that 
they have sold wheat inthis market against their 
stocks, but they deny having sold as much contract 
wheat as they own of all kinds. Some companies 
have but little sold here, as they have been afraid of 
an attempt to force the very thing now threatened. 
Others say a few men have bought themselves into 
a hole and are now working on the fears of all such 
as do not believe the samme way as themselves to get 
UD prices to let them out of it before the cover is put 


on. 

“While they admit the millers have some wheat 
bought for May. they say the millers do not want 
all contract grade, but bought that as it was a sim- 
pler matter than to buy the others, and it would be 
easy to exchange the one for the other when the 
time for doing eo arrives. 

** Another View of the subject is taken by parties 
constituting a crowd between the elevator people 
and the millers. They say the millers that own the 
bulk of the May wheat have bought it not because 
they needed it, but had to take it to save a collapse 
in prices. It has usually been bought, they say, 
through the most noisy brokers, making it cost the 
most mopey possibile, that the noise of it would have 
the greater effect in driving away all influences 
tending to depress prices at home and to carry con- 
sternation to the world of scalpers in other cities. 

The bears laugh at the idea of cornering a market 
where the rules actually prohibit corners, and de- 
Clare, as the Minneapolis rules do, that a manipu- 
lated market may be appealed from, and acommittee 
shall fix a settling price based on the actual value 
for milling or shipment. 

One elevetor man said: ‘“ My wheat is hedged 
in New-York. I first hedged part of it in Chi- 
cago and then the other part in Minneapolis. I 
became afraid of both, and taking them off, 
hedged in New-York, where the millers have their 
wheat and flour hedged. [havenoneto provide 
for, and if May goes up here I will have my 
cash wheat to turn in at high prices and can 
buy in my New-York deal the same as the 
milllers expect to do, at low figures, making 
money on both enda.”” 

Other elevator men asserted they had none 
hedged any piace, and standing pat on their 
cash wheat, high prices in May, consequent 
upon @ squeeze, would let them out in fine 
shape. 


SYMPATHY FOR THE POPE. 





BUT THE GOVERNMENT KICKED AND 
THE MOTION WAS WITHDRAWN. 
QUEBEC, Feb. 19.—The Ultramontanes hare 
been displaying a most aggressive spirit lately 
and time and time again they have ferced the 
Liberals in the Provincial Legislature to suit 
their legislation tothe ideas of the Chtrch of 
Rome. The latest move is the presentation to- 


night of the followirg resolutions by Mr. Tra- 
del, one of the Nationalist members. 


That this House desires to express its feelings 
of the deepest regret at the unhappy and hamili- 
ating position inte which the sovervign Pontiff Leo 
XIif. has been forced, whois the spiritual father 
of more than 400,000,000 souls, among whom are 
millions of the most loyal and most devoted subjects 
possessed by her Majesty the Queen of England, 

‘that this House desires to record in 
the most energetic manner its protest 
against the captivity of the head of the Catholic 
Church, who is a prisoner in his palace of the Vati- 
can, as being an outrage upon the feelings of the 
loyal and devoted Catholic subjects of her Majesty, 
as being further a serious hindranee which ob- 
structs and paralyzes to a great extent the ad- 
ministration of matters appertaining to their 
religion and to the exercise of their 
rights and consequently interferes with 
their liberty of conscience. That this House 
desires to express its opinion that it would be a 
gracious act on the pars of her Majesty the Queen 
if she were to evinee her govud-will by exerting her 
infiuence in order to obtain for the sovereign 
Pontiff the restoration of the ancient patrony 
of St. Peter (bequeathed over a thousand 
years age to the predecessors of Leo XIII.,) and 
while electing this restitution to restore the tem- 
poral pewer of this great Pope, persuaded as we are 
that the possession of such power would be an as- 
surance of peace for the wiole of the civilized world 
aud that it would never be used except for the pur- 
pose of insuring the triumph of law and justice. 

As s00n as the Government heard the resolu- 
tions they had ao stormy interview with the 
Ultramontane members, and the result was that 
the resolutions were withdrawn. 





ON AMIABLE TEREMS, 


THE NAVAL ACADEMY AND THE CITY 


OF ANNAPOLIS ARE FRIENDS, 
ANNAPOLIS, Md., Feb. 19.—The difference of 
opinion between the Annapolis and the naval 
authorities as to the epening of King George- 
street will probably, under the inspection it is 
now receiving, be narrowed to a very small 
peint. Thecity ordinance of 1866, that has 


given rise to the shades of difference, was 
passed when Annapolis had ingress to it by a 
terry at the foot of Wagener-street. Now a 
bridge, reached by Hanover-street, is the means 
of communication with the county. 

The changed condition of the hnes of travel 
have given rise to the misunderstanding. On a 
eiose iaspection of the ordinance it is plain that 
the Government is entitled to the bed of Han- 
Over-street by purchasing on both sides of 
the street, in which eveut the ordinance pro- 
vides the Naval Academy can possess the bed 
of tbe street. This absolves the Government 
from the charge of nonfulfiillmenht of contract. 
The question remains, however, who shail buy 
the Freytag property at a cost of several thou- 
sand dollars. 

The Naval Academy authorities hold that as 
their new purchase will not come up to the 
Freytag property they are not bound to open 
King George-street over this lot, as the city 
erdinance requires them only to open and 
grade whichever street may be the boundary of 
the purchases of the United States. 

The city and Naval Academy authorities are 
on amicable terms in the matter and there is 
uo doubt the question in regard to the street 
will be finally settled without any misunder- 
standing.

WHAT AILS MR. AINSWORTH 


AN INVESTIGA#0OR WHO WILL 
NOT INVESTIGATE. 

A WITNESS WHO WILL NOT TELL AND 
IS PATTED ON THE BACK BY AINS- 
WORTH—FISH IS DISGUSTED. 

*ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 19.—The proceedings be- 
fore the Appropriations Committee of the 
House to-day 1n the matter of the ceiling in- 
vestigation were such as to convince the 10st 
unconcerned spectator that if the truth and the 
whole truth of this scandal is ever brought eut 
it must be transferred to some other committees. 
What has been suspected from the first was em- 
phasized to-day—that the Chairman of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Ainsworth, is more disposed to 
shield some one than he is to bring to the sur- 
face all the facts, place the responsibility where 
1t belongs, and drag to the light the conspirators 
who have put their hands into the State 
Treasury. 

The dramatic event ef the day was the with- 
drawal of Mr. Hamilton Fish, Jr., as a prosecut- 
ing attorney, and his announcement to the 
eommittee that he proposed to make an appeal 
to the House to-morrow. Mr. Fish was clearly 
right in his demand and the Chairman mani- 
festly wrong. Mr. Fish wanted Mr. Sinclair, a 
sub-contractor, to tell how much it cost to put 
the papier-maché panels and sprandels in the 
eelling. Chairman Alnsworth protected the 
witness, as he, from the first, has protected all 
witnesses whose testimony has been at all bene- 
ficial to the contractors or to Superintendent 
Andrews, on the ground that it was Sinclair's 
own private business. 

Mr. Fish wanted the committee polled on the 
issue. Ainsworth refused to put the question, 


although the items covering the expenses that 
Mr. Fish wanted exp!ained have been published 
in the Centroller’s ceiling report as having been 
paid to Contractor Snaith. ‘nen it was that 
Fish withdrew from the case. It has been 
Mainly through the efforts of the prosecuting 
attorneys of the firme of Davidson, Fish & 
Aspinall and Gibbs, Connelly & Reilly that the 
salient featutes ef this business have been 
brought out. 

Contractor Snaith appeared with Mr. Matthew 
Hale as his counsel, but owing to the absence 
of Mr. Gallup of Onondaga his examination was 
postposed till to-morrow. Mr. Hale announced 
that in view of the fact that the report. of the 
experts went bevond the original charges he 
would ask that Mr. Snaith be given time to 
prove by witnesses of national reputation that 
the estimate of the experts was really below 
the cost of the work, all of which Mr. Ainsworth 
complacentiy and promptly consented to. Mr. 
Larmon, one of the independent members of the 
committee, suggested thatit might be well for 
Mr. Snaith to bring his check books with him. 

Mr. George 8S. Weed, the only member of the 
Ceiling Committees who 1s net &8 member of the 
present House, was sworn at his own request. 
His testimony, in the main. corroborated that 
of three other members of the committee, Cole, 
Sheehan, and Gallup. He contradicted Enz’s 
story, aS the othera have done, that Dapier- 
maché was talked about at the first meeting. 
He saw no working plans, and when he reached 
the meeting at 5:30 o’clock in the .afiernoon of 
June 18 the specitications had been practically 
adopted. He saw the bids in Mr. Andrews’s 
hand, andin anawer to a question from Mr. 
Fish said Andrewa did not explain how it was 
that bids were received before the plans and 
specifications hud been advertised for, or even 
approved. He remembered that they adjourned 
subject to the call of the Chair. 

James A. Sinclairis the sub-contractor who 
made the papier-maché panels and eeilings. He 
appeared willing to tell the whole truth, unless 
the truth endangered the position of the men 
who helped him get the contraet. He was 
employed by John Snaith, he said. He was in 
Albany the last day of the session of the Legis- 
lature of 1888, and Snaith spoke of the new 
eelling job. Sinelair expressed a wish to 
‘get in.” Snaith informed him that he 
proposed to put in «a bid for the 
work. He did not hear from Snaith 
until July 6, when a letter came asking him 
what he,could constract a papfer-maché ceiling 
for.. “‘Snaith said to me that he was willing to 
give me $2,000 or $3,000 if I could make nine 
different designs,” asid the witness. Each one 
of these: designs was modeled in clay by hand, 
and the molds would not last longer than three 
or four days. 

After he had gotten under way {Mr. Snaith 
asked him to give him an estimate on a ceiling 
of 396 panels instead of 786, as originally pro- 
posed. “I replied,” sald the witness, * that 
the difference would amount to $750, but thas 
it would be more profitable to me to build the 
smaller panels. 

** Have you any objection,” asked Ainsworth, 
with the tenderest solicitude, “ to tell the com- 
mittee what was the amount of your contract 
with Contractor Snaith ?”’ 

“T have,” he answered. “I am in honor 
bound not to give up the figures. It would not 
be proper for me to do 80, as I would be unable 
hereafter to obtain any more work.” “ That is 
a proper reply,” said Ainsworth, to the surprise 
of those who desired te have all the facis come 
out. “Ido not see how this committee can pry 
into your private affairs,” and ne dropped the 
matter, whieh was to be taken up by the belli- 
cose Fisk later, without success. 

“Do you know,” asked Ainsworth blandly, 
“what is the relative cost ofa quartered oak 
ceiling and that which we now have?” “I 
know nothing about oak, but I do know my 
ceiling as it stands costs a great deal more 
money than an oak one would. My paneis are 
worth four or five times more than carved oak 
panels.” He said he was introduced to Andrews 
the day the Legislature adjourned in 1888. He 
was on bis way to Lansingburg to make @ 
bid on a private house and stopped off 
here as John Snaith’s guest. He returned to 
New-York the same afternoon. 

Mr. Stevens of the eommittes wanted to know 
the component parts of the papiermaché. “I 
was asked that question once when I was a wit- 
ness in a suit,” said the witness, “and I replied 
thatit took me 25 years to find out, and I did 
not propese to give the answer away. I will 
say, however,” continued the witness, ‘*that it 
is first-class material. 

Mr. Sheehan took hold of the witness and 
showed that the firs: mold of the panels was 
made onJuly 9 and the firat panel in August. 
Be never had any business with Architec 
Rowe, although he remembered Rowe’s visit t 
his shop. Among the persons who also called 
in relation to the papier-maché was Mr. 
Timothy J. Sullivas, the contractor. He 
bottled himself tight on Sullivan, however, 
and his memory eonveniently left him. He re« 
fused point blank to say how long he worked 
on the panels, and repudiated the insinuation 
that he nad done the work secretly. Tne point 
in Mr. Sheehan’s investigation was to prové 
that the witness had not seni s sample papler- 
maché panel to Buperintenbant Andrews 10 
time for the committee to pass on it when thé 
plans and specifications were approved. 

Mr. Fish asked the witness a few leading 
questions, Did he know John Beers? Yes, but 
no one would keep John Beers long. He Kept 
Beers in his employ two years, however. Was 
there any sawdust in the ceiling? ‘No, Sir,” 
indignantly, ‘there was no sawdust in tae 
ceiling.” ‘Was it the best papier-maché in the 
market?” “Yes.” And so on until Mr. Fish 
wanted him to explain the items on page 8 of 
documert 44, the Contreller’s report of the 
items in Snaith’s work as approved by Superin- 
tendent Andrews. 

Here Chairman Ainsworth began to higgle, 
“There was nothing in the report to justify 
Fiah’s position. It did not belong to Snaith.” 
* But it does,” persisted Fish. Ainsworta con- 
tradicted him and would not permit Fish to ask 
the questions until the latter consented to say 
the items “ purporting’ to belong to Snaith. 
One item of 1,421 feet of carved molding, ata 
cost of $8,592, the witness declared did not 
come from him, nor 820 feet more of the same 
material that was eharged for. “I 
gave 396 panels’ [411 are charged _ forj 
and 48 spandrels are correct. There 
are also items for labor, such as carpenters, 
helpers, firemen, engineers, and use of engine, 
whieh willgointo the bill. [I have never put 
in my bill. I borrowed some money from Mr. 
Snaith, butI do not remember how much he 
owes me. My contract called for metodo a 
certain kind of work at a certain price.” 

It was at this point that Mr. Fish made the 
effort to ascertain what the financial under- 
standing was between Snaith and Sinclair, and 
was overwhelmed by Ainsworth, who 
already granted permission to Snaith’s counsel 
to probe the same matter when Snaith’s wit- 
nesses are called. 

The last witness of the day was Robert K. Oli- 
ver, an Albany Ward pulitician, the value of 
whose testimony that he saw the clause about 
papier-maché in the speeifications on the 19th 
of June was ruined by his admission that last 
year he had obtained from Superintendent An- 
drewe the contract to build a fence around the 
@apitol at a cost of $1 50 a foot. 

The committee adjourned at 6:30, to meet 
again sat 9 o’clock to-morrow morning, When 
Superintendent Andrews will be ealied.

THE SENATE. 

The Vedder Whisky Tax bill was yhe special 
order for to-day’s session of the Senate and, 
wita the exception of the introduction of a

Senator Fassett introduced a bill amending 
the present insurance laws. It provides that 
property owners who can not procure sufiicient 
insurance in fire insurance companies author- 
ized te transact busigese in this State, can get 
licenses from the Superintendent of the Iusur- 
ance Department, which shall be revokable at 
any time to obtain insurance in companies 
which have not compliea with the laws 
of the State, under certain condi- 
tions and restrictions. Five days previous 
to the attempt to get insurance under 
these provisions, &® persou or persons desiring 
such insurance must tie with the State In- 
surance Department and with the Board of Fire 
Underwriters of New-York City affidavits in 
duplicate to the effeet that every effort was 
made to obtain the amount of insurance desired. 

Mr. Fassett also wishes the Goverrer author- 
ized to appoint @ commission of three men 
whose duty it shall be to report to the Legisiat- 
ure bills for the consolidation and revision of 
the genera) statuies of this State, The bill ap- 
propriates $12,000 te carry out the purposes of 
the act. 

Mr. Linson introduced @ bill at the instance of 
the locomotive engineers of the State, compel- 
ling ali railroad corporations to equip all their 
freight and passenger ears with stauiard auto- 
mnatio self-couplers and with gutomatio air 
brakes.

LOSSES BY FIRE 


Early yesterday morning the maehine shops, car 
shops, and locomotive house of the Cincinnati, 1n- 
diapapolis, 8t. Louis and Chicago Railway at Cin- 
cipnati were found to be ontire. The building in 
which the fire started was a one-story wooden 
atructare, and was secon not only ablaze itself, but 
sending fire brauds into and upen all the other build- 
ings. he Fire Department was out im its entire 
strength and devoted its energies to preventing a 
spread ofthe fire, Theloss to the railroad cem- 
pany’s property was complete, and is estimated by 
President Ingalls at $200,000, upon which there is 
an insurance of about one-half thatsum. The ma- 
chinery and buildings were valued at $160,000. 
There were two locowotives in the repair shops, 
and three coaches in the car shops. 

Fire broke out in the Union Block at Rook 
Rapids, lowa, Monday, and when discovered was 
far beyond contre], the high winds causing it to 
epread very rapidiy, until nearly the entire busi. 
ness part of the city was eonsumed. Twenty-one 
firms were burned out. Among the heaviest losers 
are D. H. Shanzon, hardware; Wyckoff & Fair- 
banks, drugs; O. G. Anderson, general merchan- 
dise,and Miller & Thompson, dry goods, all of 
whom were completely burned out. The total loss 
will reach $75,000. There was but little insuranee 
on the property. 


A fire early yesterday morning destroyed, with 
the contents. about #00 feet of the freight shed of 
the Boston and Lowell Kailroad, on Leverett street, 
Boston. The shed was about 700 feet in length and 
139 stories in height. The damage to the building 
is about $2,000.

RULES FOR TRUNK LINES 


THE PRESIDENTS ADOPT THE 
NEW AGREEMENT. 
GREATER POWER GIVEN ARBITRATORS 
AND HELP PLEDGED TO THE 

INTER STATE COMMISSION. 
At 12 o’clock to-day the new trunk line 


, Bgreement goes into effect. It was accepted 


yesterday afternoon by the Presidents of the 
roads, WhO met at the office of Commissioner 
Fink to pass upon the revision which he had 
prepared, with the assistance of suggestions 
from the Executive Committee, There were 
some final questions to be attended to, but they 
were not of great importance, and the work of 
acceptanes was not a very long one, and the 
pledges of the Presidents’ signatures were seon 
Obtained, All the roads in the association Were 
represented except the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing. 

In its new form, which was designed to meet the 
position taken by the bankers and the Western 


raiiroad Presidents, the agreement largely in- 
creases the power of arbitrators and takes some 
decided ateps toward securing the co-operation 
of the roads in the work of the Inter State Coin- 
Misstoners,. Under the head of * General Prin- 
ciples” it ia provided, as explained by Mr, Fink: 

That all measures necessary to carry out the 
object of the agreement shall be considered and 
acted upon jointly, 

That all questions which cannot be settled by 
mutual agreement and are necessary to be setbled 
in order to carry out the object of the assuciation 
shal, be decided by arbitration, 

That the parties are pot to allow their roadto be 
used by Connecting or other transportation lines 
iu &@ Manver Which willrender it impossible to carry 
out the object of the agreement. 

That the pariies to the agreement will aidin the 
en‘or emenut of the inter-Staie commerce law. 

That itis afundamental principle of the agree 
meni that the Presidents, or chief managing ofhcers 
of the companies, sali assume the responsibility of 
carrying 16 into effecs. 

That, if the maintenance of uniform tariffs does 
not ensure to each company a fair proportion of the 
business, the turifis may be reaijusie! for the pur- 
pose of bringing acout a fair distrivution of traffic. 

Under the new form a more direct metho: is 
provided for bringing important questions to 
the atiestion of the Board of Presidents and 
having them more promptly devided by arbi- 
tration. The principal objection to the old 
Axreements was that the responsibility was 
divided among committees whicn could pot act 
promptiy and efficientiy, The responsibility 18 
bow thrown More directly upon the Commis- 
sioner, and, if he meets with ebjeestions, he is 
required to bring the matter at once to the at- 
tention of the Presidents or chief managing 
officers, Whe assume the respensibility of car- 
rying out the agreement. The Board of Presi- 
dents is eonstituted the bighest authority, the 
trunk line Cemmissioner t8 appointed the ex- 
ecutive officer of the assosiation, and the ap- 
pointment of an Executive Committee is pro- 
vided for, to consist of the Vice-Presidents, who 
shall, under the direction of the Presidents, 
deal with all questions coming under the juris- 
diction of Vice-Presidents. The Commissioner 
shali carry out ali measures Unanimously agreed 
to by this committee. In case of disagreement 
he is to act as arbitrator, his decision being sub- 

ject to revision by the Board of Presidents, if 
objected toby any company, or if the board 
ecannet agree by final arbitration, 

The fr.ight and passenger eummittees shall 
consist of the General Tratlic Managers or Gen- 
eral Freight or PassengerAgents o the respect- 
ive companies, The committees are authorized, 
under the direction of the Executive Commiitee, 
to deal with all questions coming under their 
authority in their respective departments. 
There shail be a Chairman of the Passenger 
Committee ana a Chairman of the Freight Com- 
injtiee, Who shall have the same power in these 
committees as the Commissioner in the Exee- 
utive Committee, and decide promptiy all 
questions upon whieh their respective commit- 
tees cannot agree, with the right of appeal to 
the Executive Cemmittee, 

Articie XIII, of the agreement specifies more 
particularly the method for conducting urbitra- 
tions. The Commissioner is to act as arbitra- 
tor, but, in case his decision is appealed from, 
two additional arbitrators may be selected, the 
majority yote ef the board so constituted to be 
finel. The Commissioner, or the Board of Ar- 
bitration, shail also deciae what are proper sub- 
jects for arbitration, in case that question 
arises, This article also provides that members 
who are not willing to abide by the decision of 
the Board ef Arbitration shall withdraw from 
the association. 

The Statistical and Inspection Bureaus are to 
be mwaintainedand the inspection system is to be 
perfected and extended. The joint committees, 
on which all roads with which the truuk lines 
have trailic arrangements may be represented, 
is continued substantially as at present, Joint 
tarifis, rules, and classifications should be es- 
tablished through this committee upon the 
same principle as adepted by the trunk lines, 
Ali cowpapiles are required to filein the office 
of the <‘ ommussioner copies of their tariffs on 
competitive traffic and to furnish the necessary 
information to enable the inspectors to see that 
all freight is correctly billed. 

The general rules provide that in case com- 
plaint is preferred against any company, party 
to Lhe agreement, of a violation of tue tariffs or 
rules en traftic passing over its road it shail, in 
good faith ana by all means in its power, inves- 
tigate and ascertain the facts in the case, and, if 
the complaint is found to be true, shall remedy 
the same. The responsibility for making these 
investigations is placed upon the company 
against which the eompiaint 18 made. In most 
cases it is held it is impossible tor any outside 
parties to obtain positive proof of the vielatien 
of tarifs or rules, unless the officers ef the com- 
panies propose to actin good faith in carrying 
outthe agreement. Therefore, the Presidents 
or chief managing officers are made responsible 
te see that this is done. 

If, however, the complaining parties are not 
satisfied with the investigation, and the viola- 
tion complained of is not stopped, the complain- 
iug company has the right to reduce the tariff 
to meet the reduction made either openly or by 
seéret devices by competing lines, provided 
such reduction shall not be made except upon 
due notice from the complaining company te 
the other parties to the agreement, and that it 
shall take elfect simultaneously by all lines. It 
is alse provided that in case of a violation of 
the agreement, which is also a violation of the 
inter-State law, complaint may be made directiy 
to the Inter-State Commerce Commission, or 
may be brought to the attention of the com- 
mission through the Commissioner, The latter 
is authorized to furnish the Inter-State Com- 
merece Commission with any information in 
his possessivn which will ald the commission in 
discovering and punishing any violatien of the 
inter-State law. 

It is provided that no contracts shall be made 
by the parties to the agreementor by the con- 
necting reads, which guarantee rates for any 
period ef time. It is agreed that the eompanies 
will communicate to all roads, with whieh they 
euter into tratlic arrangements, the conditions 
necessary to protect their interests, and that 
sueh traffic arrangements shall not be contin- 
ued or new ones formed which are notin strict 
conformity with the principles npon which the 
hr Line Association is based.

COL. STEVENSON RETORTS. 
HARTFORD, Feb. 19.—Lfhe oross-examination 
of Cel, Stevenson of the Housatonic Read was 
resumed befere the Railroad Committée this 
afternoon. The Housatonic Directors’ beoks 
were produced, as ordered by the committee, 


and an effort was made by the counsel for the 
Consolidated Road to show that ex-Pr esident 
William H. Barnum disappreved of the issue of 
additional bonds by the Huusatonic. The com- 
mittee ruled that the extracts relating to the 
matter should be read by the counsel, but no 
conclusive proof was advanced to show Mr. 
Barnum’s disagreement with the board. 

Col. Stevenson testified that 74,000 New- 
York passengers were delivered last year by 
the Housatonic to the Consolidated Road. No 
reduetion could be eifected with the latter com- 
pany, local rates being charged for every pas- 
gsenger frem the Housatonic. By this course 
the latter road was made to pay $12,000 more 
than would have been required had reasonable 
pro rata arrangements been made. A qnestion 
whether President Bostwick of the New-Eng- 
land Read is not the larvest stockowner in, the 
Housatonic elicited the retort from Col. 8teven- 
gon that William Rockefeller of the Standard 
Oil Company is the biggest stoekholder in the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Road and 
is a memberof the Directors’ Board. The coun- 
sel forthe old road admitted that Mr. Rocke- 
feller has 3,000 shares of the stock. 

“That is more,” said Col. Stevenson, “than 
all the other members of the board own.” 

Col. Stevensen sald that since the Housatonic 
has controlled the New-Haven and Derby Road 
there has been an average reduction of 40 per 
cent. on the eostof freight over that line. He 
guaranteed that there would be a like reduction 
on through freight to New-York if the Housa- 
tonic ahoula be granted charter authority to 
Duild ite branch lines 30 miles in length. 


JAY GOULD DROPS OUT. 
At the annual meeting of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company 


esterday Jay Gould retired from the Board of 
Direetors, Hoary A. ©. Taylor being elected his 
successor. The changejs made at Mr. Gould’s 
own suggestion. He ote this letter a month 
age te President Samael Sloan: 

“During the t yearmy health has been such 
that ioee bean amebie to perform my duties as 
Director of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Weat- 
ern Company, ner will i be able to do so the year to 
come, J write therefore to ask you to substitute at 
the approaching election some one in my place asa 
Director.” 

This is the first public confession by Mr. 
Gould that his poor health is interfering with 
his usual business affairs. He has never beon 
supposed to own very much of the steck of the 
Lackawanna Company, but his post as one of 
ite Directors has been a special pride with him 
and he has seldom missed a meeting of the 
Roard of Directors till within the past year.

MORE CHANCES FOR WAR. 

The rupture to the relations which have 
existed between the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company and the Adams Express 
Company is a result of several eomplications. 
When the Adame psople bought out the Read- 
ipg’s express business, about two years ago, a 
five-year contract was made, under which the 
Adams was to control all. the express business 


of the Reading lines, It was not long, how- 
ever, before the United States Express Com- 
pany began shipping express matter 
New-York to Bayside, N. J., via the New-Jersey 
Southern Rajiroad, and thence by boat, a dis- 
tance of about 50 miles, to Philadelphia. After a 
time, however, the United States Company be- 
gan to ship via the Bound Brook route in sealed 
freight cars, 

All protestations on tke partof the Adams 
peeple were unavailing. They piaced their aé- 
counts beftnre President Corbin, showing him 
that the express company was losing from 
$10,000 to $12,000 per month on its Readin 
business, and usked fur a sufficient reduction o 
the amount to be paid the railroad company for 
transportation to make 1t profitable for the ex- 
press company to handle its business. They 
also wanted the Reading to desist from carry- 
ing ** special freight’ for the United States Com- 
Dany. The dispute lasted for some time, and 
finally the Adams Company threw up its con- 
tract with the Reading Railroad in disguet. It 
had paid $2,000,000 fer the Reading's express 
business, but the trial proved unsuecessfui, un- 
aided as it was by the Reading. To-day the 
Adams Company begins shipping over the 
Pennsy!vania lines excinsively, It claims that 
it cau thus reach every important point thai 16 
could over the Reading. 

As the express business on the Reading’s 
lines, now taken by the United States Company, 
is of eonsiderable moment, it 18 not unlikely 
that the war, which it was thougbt had ended 
whenthe Adams made its contract with the 
Reading, way begin afresh, nothwithstanding 
aon agreement to maintain rates was effected be- 
tween the various companies only a few weeks 
ago, 





REDUCING ITS SERVICE. 

CutcaGo, Feb. 19.—The Chicago, Burlington 
and Quiney has reduced its train service in the 
State of Iowa to the extent of 8,000 miles a 
month, and is preparing to make an additional 
reduction to the same extent. This will deprive 
the Iowa people of service amounting to 
16,000 miles a month on the Burlington alone, 


and it is understood that all the other roads in 
that State will take the same step. 

The object, of course, is to curtail operating 
expenses, in consequence of the reduced rev- 
enues resulting from the low rates which have 
been forced upon the railroads by the Commis- 
sioners. The managers elaim that they are 
compelled to take this step in order to avoid 
operating their Iowa lines at a loss,

OUR SAMOAN RELATIONS. 


A PROTECTORATE OVER THE ISLANDS 


DECLINED FIVE TIMES. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The following state: 
ment in regard to the Samoan question was pre- 
pared at the Department of &tate and furnished 
for publication to-day: 

“ The interest lately manifested in the Samoan 
Islands renders pertinent a reference to several 
incidents which disclose the position heretofore 
maintained by the United States concerning 
that group. The advocates of the assumption 
of a virtual protectorate over those islands by 
the United States appear to have lost sight of 
the fact that this Government, in pursuance of 


its traditional and established policy regarding 
remote fersign possessions, has at least five 
times refused to asSume such a relation. The 
disarowal by Mr. Bayard of Consul Greene- 
baum’s act three years ago in raising the Amer- 
ican flag ana declaring @ protectorate in the 
name of the United States is fresh in the public 
mind and need not be further discussed. 

* But asimilar refusal to assume such a pro- 
tectorate was thrice, indeed four times, pre- 
Viously made by this Government. It will be 
remembered thatin 1873 one Steinberger was 
sent out by President Grant as a special agent 
to repert on the condition of the islands. Hav- 
ing made his report, he returned in the follow- 
ing year as the bearer of some presents and 
messages from President Grant to the natives. 
It having subsequently been rumored, however, 
that Steinberger had promised the natives the 
eee of the United States, the House of 

epresentatives, on the 28th of March, 1876, 
adopted a resolution instructing the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs to ‘ inquire into the extent 
and character ef the power conferred by the 
United States upon A. B. Steinberger as special 
agent, or Commissioner, to the Samoan or Navi- 
gator Islands, and to eail upon the Secretary of 
State tor all correspondence between the said 
Steinberger and the Department of State touch- 
ing the object, operation, and result of such 
mission or ayeney.’ 

“This resolution was answored by the Presi- 
dent on_the lst of May, 1876, by transmitting 
to the House areportef Mr. Fish, then Seore- 
tary of State, in which it was stated that Stein- 
berger appeared to have exseeded his instruc- 
tions, Accompanying this report was a dis- 
Patch from Mr. Fish to Steinberger, dated the 
6th of May, 1875,in which the former, refer- 
ring to the allegation that Steinberger had 

yromised the Samoans the protection of the 

Jnited States, said: ‘If this be as represented, 
itis much to be ragretted, as no sach promise 
Was made nor any hope of such protection was 
held ont by warrant of this Government, and 
such promise, if made, was one which this de- 
partment, in the absence of aformal treaty or 
of the sanction of Congress, had no right to 
authorize you to make.’ 

“In 1877 Mr. Colmesnil, then United States 
Oommercial Agent at Apia, raised the United 
States flag over the Samoan flag, but his act 
was net sustained by his Government. But 
moro notable still was the similar raising of the 
American tlag for the purpose of declaring a 
protectorate in February, 1878, when Mr. Grit- 
fin was United States Consul at Apia. At that 
time Mamea, the Samoan who signed with Mr. 
Evarts the treaty now existing between the 
United States and Samoa, was in this eountry, 
whither he had come, as his people well under- 
stood, for the negotiation of a treaty of protec- 
tion. At the same time the British High Com- 
missioner was atApiain a man-of-war endeay- 
oring to induce the Samoans to. conelude the 
treaty subsequently ratified with Great Britain. 
But the natives refused to enter into any engage- 
ment whatever until they had learned the re- 
sult ef their application to this Government fora 
treaty of protection. Germany also had then no 
treaty with the islands. ‘The way was clear 
to the United States to assume a protectorate if 
it had theught proper todoso. Onthe 22d of 
February, 1878, the Samoan Government, in 
agreement with United States Consul Griffin, 
and in furtheranee of the purpose with which 
Mamea was charged, and fearing also lest the 
British Commissioner might resort to feree to 
compel the conclusion of the treaty with Great 
Britain, had the United States flag raised over 
that of Samoa op the Government flagstaff. 
The United States again refused the protecto- 
rate, and the treaty concluded by Mr. Evarts and 
Mawmea only provided for the exerciss of this 
Government’s good offices. Thus, at a time 
when the islands had no treaty relations with 
any foreign power, the United States, under 
former administrations, three times refused to 
sustain a protectorate actually promised or ae- 
clared in Samoa, and rejected Mamea’s over- 
tures for a treaty of proteetion. 

“These are important facts to be considered 
in relation to the advecacy by seme persons of 
the assumption now by the United States of a 
virtual, though not nominal, protectorate over 
the Samoan group. This is the most onerous 
form which the obligation of protection eould 
assumes, since it would render the United States 
practically responsible for the consequences of 
the acts of these semi-civilized and unorganized 
tribes without the right to control them.” 


SAN FRANCISOO, Feb. 19.—Ex-United States 
Consul Greenbaum of Samoa ia quoted by the 
Lauminer to-day as saving, with references to 
mail matter reaching Capt. Leary when at the 
Samoan Islonds: 

“it is nothing new to me. When I was in 
Samoa ltl was informed by an employe of the 
German trading company that they had a regu- 
lar syatem of opening letters by steaming them 
overs boiler and by this process opening tho 
Beal and muocilage. It was then easy to take 
out the contents, copy all correspondenes there- 
in, and replace themina proper manner with- 
out being notiseable. On this account I used 
silk thread und ribbons as fastenings, sealing 
them together securely to protect my mail and 
notified the Government at Washington.”

PUZZLING OVER THE LIQUOR QUESTION 
AND THE MENHADEN PFISHERY, 
TRENTON, Feb. 19.—The conference that had 
beén arranged between Senator MoPherson and 
other Demoeratie leaders on the liquor question 
did not take place yesterday, and the caucus 


had to go on to-day without their heip. Four 
hours were spent in a consideration of the 
Werts Compromise bill. The enly amendments 
permitted were those offered by Messrs. Hep- 
penhoimer and Edwards. These provide for 
the redrawing of section 4 so as to make indict- 
mens by the Grand Jury a necessary introdue- 
tion to proceediags to punish for Sumday geell- 
ing, and previding that, on conviction, the 
licensing power may or may not revoke tho 
license of the offender, as it pleases. 

The commission appointed last Winter to de- 
vise a method of stopping the menhaden piraey 
on the New-Jerseoy coast submitted along re- 
port to the Senate to-day. The Commiussionera 
recommend that, if the pirates cannot be kept 
away irom the ceast entirely, they shall at least 
be forbidden to draw their nets between Sept. 1 
and Dee. 1. 

Assemblyman Heppenheimer has sent to the 
Attorney-General’s office a series of questions, 
One of them is whether the Morris Canal Com- 
pany has any right sell the canal water. A 
second is whether Y contract can be mado 
for the saléof running water, and a third is 
what are the rights of the Paterson Society for 
the Promotion of Useful Manufactures, 

Both houses to-day adopted a soneurrent 
resolution for the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee to represent the Legislature at President 
Harrisen’s receptier in April.

The letter of President CLEVELAND to the } 
Tariff-Reform League that met in Chicago 
yesterday is a characteristically simple 
statement of what seems to him the essen- 
tial point in this whole question. It is, he 
gays, a-matter “involving the relief of the 
plain people of the land from useless and 
unjust expense.” Whether the ‘‘expense” 
be caused by taxation paid directly to the 
Government: or*by higher prices paid be- 
cause competition’ is checked or prevented 
by law, it is an expense to the ‘‘plain peo- 
ple,” and the heavier part of the burden 
inevitably falls on those least able to bear | 
it. Thatis really the worst feature of the 
effect of the ‘“‘protective” tariff as it now 
exists... In a thousand, ways the cost of 
living is increased—in clothing, in uten- 
sils, in tools, in rent, in food—and it is to 
these to whom the mere daily living is in 
itself difficult that relief from this ‘‘ useless 
and unjust expense” is most due. In our 
land, prosperous as it. is, this wrong is not 
so clear as it might be, butitis none the 
less a wrong, and Mr. CLEVELAND is true 
to his faithful respect for the rights ef the 
*‘plain people” when he.encourages an hon- 
est fight against it. 








Yesterday Senator Hoar, from the Cem- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, report- 
ed, among others, a resolution instructing 
his committee to inquire into the *‘recent’’ 
election in Louisiana in April, 1888, and 
also *‘ whether that Statexhas a republican 
form-of government.” It is quite useless to 
suggest to Mr. Hoar that the provision of 
the Constitution regarding the guarantee by 
the United States to the several!

chievous practice. The common sense of 

the American péople, thank Heaven, has 

always made such attempts futile, but it re-" 
mains true that this is the-sort of sophistry’ 
on which-usurpation invariably and neces- : 
‘parily rests, and usurpation, though not a 

present dangerin this Republic, is always a 

possibility, and the mere suggestion of it is . 
an irritating nuisance. 


The trunk line Presidents have signed a 
new agreement which is to go into effect 
to-day.

the whole combination to fall through, 
though it is made somewhat difficult to 
reach it. Then there are to be freight and 
traffic committees made up of the several 
managers or agents in those departments, 
acting under the direction of the Executive 
Committee, with the right of appeal in case 
of disagreements to the committee, and the 
same process of arbitration as before if the 
committee disagree. Of course the main 
difticulty to be dealt with will be the main- 
tenance of rates. Where uniform rates do 
not insure to each company a fair share of 
business the tariffs may be readjusted for the 
purpose of accomplishing that end, and 
right here is where the most serious dis- 
agreements are likely to arise. If any com- 
pany becomes.so dissatisfied as to attempt 
to do the adjusting for itself by violating 
the established tariff, and cannot be 
brought into the traces, the bars will be let 
down by a simultaneous reduction to meet 
its rates. The most hopeful thing about 
the agreement is the promise of co-operation 
with the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
to secure the enforcement of the national 
law. The main trouble with the whole 
thing is the lack of a legal basis and of 
ultimate authority for the absolute en- 
forcement of decisions of any kind. 











The Tammany organization once more 
declares that it is in favor of legislation 
that will prometo the secrecy of the ballot 
and diminish the cost of elections, while it 
protests against any specific measure which 
will accomplish that object. Last night it 
repeated its familiar twaddle on the sub- 
ject and condemned ‘‘as undemocratic and 
unsound the assumption that the State 
should have the exclusive control of the 
machinery of elections.” This is a queer 
Democratic doctrine. The State is only an 
instrumentality of the people for effect- 
ing their public purposes and protecting 
their rights, and so far as any public 
process needs regulating and controlling 
there is no proper power but the State to 
regulate and controlit. The idea that the 
elections of the people should be “free” 
and uncontrolled, or else controlled by 
Tammany, the County Democracy, the Re- 
publican “machine,” and other political 
organizations, but never by the power of 
the people as a whole exercised through 
their laws and their public officers, is a 
truly brilliant Democratic conception. 
Precisely what the State ought to dois to 
regulate elections in the fullest magnner in 
order that they may be really ‘‘free.” 











It may not be possible to ascertain whether 
the destruction of the Park Central Hotel in 
Hartferd was due primarily to the collapse of 
weak walls or to the explosion of the boiler, 
but it is very plain that the building was a 
ramshackle concern, whose thin and insuf- 
ficient walls stoed upon yielding founda- 
tions. It is stated that none of the Hart- 
ford fire insurance companies would take a 
risk on it, and that the officers of some of 
these companies had directed the atten- 
tion of the City Government to its con- 
dition. But it was neglected. Our cor- 
respondent declares that the failure to 
provide for a proper examination of build- 
ingsin Hartford and for the enforcement 
of good building laws by authority has 
been due to the influence exerted upon 
Aldermen and Councilmen by a notorious 
politician of the city who has persistently 
opposed a reform that was demanded by 
the best citizens. Ina city like Hartford 
the power of sucha fellow can easily be 
broken if the best citizens oppose him in 
dead earnest and with all their might, and 
this seems to be a fitting time for his over- 


throw and the appointment of a competent 
Superintendent of Buildings. 








MR.. HARRISON'S CABINET MAKERS. 

The statement by one of Mr. HARRISON’S 
recent visitors that no authentic announce- 
ment of the names of the members of the 
Cabinet will be made until after the inau- 
guration isundoubtedly correct. Apartfrom 
the fact that any formal and final announce- 
ment of this sort would be in a sense im- 
proper, there is the further and interesting 
fact that the difficulties andgperplexities 
that surround Mr. Harrison’s task make. it 
impossible for him to be perfectly sure 
until the last moment that he has really 
bagged his Cabinet. In the meantime it is 
instructive to remark that at every turn of 
the kaleidoscope, whatever form er combi- 
nation the parti-colored elements may take, 
there constantly remains one controlling 
principle-by which each successive arrange- 
ment is characterized, and thatis the dis- 
tribution of patronage. After their unex- 
pected victory, the factions of the Repub- 
lican Party that had united to secure the 
common prize, without which the greed of 
no one of them could be satisfied, have 
promptly set to work to get the most they 
can for themselves. Mr. HARRISON himself, 
with unconscious admission of the state of 
feeling in his party, has announced that 
his first object is “harmony,” and has en- 
forced this announcement by declaring to 
several ‘‘ delegations” from various States 


that they shall have nothing until the 


factions agree ameng themselves as to the 
share of each. 
method of telling the children who are 
quarreling over the division of the cake 
that if they do not stop their hungry dis- 
putes there shall be no cake for any of 
them. 

Thisisasimple but not a noble mode of 
action, anditis not reassuring to the Re- 
publicans who fondly imagined in the last 
eampaign that they were supporting a 
real principle in sacrificing their scruples 
and sustaining their party. Nor are the 
immediate developments that have followed 
Mr. HaARRISON’s efforts to carry out this 
idea such as to give a sense of security for 
the future. Of course, if harmony was to 
be got at all costs, the man who was plainly 
the idol of a larger number of Republicans 
than any other, Mr. BLAIN¥, had-to be con- 
sidered. On Mr. HARRISON’s deceptive 
theory BLAINE was first to have what he 
asked for in his own person, and then 
the remainder was to be divided eithem 
equitably or as nearly so as possible. But 
it was found that after BLAINE had been 
allotted his share, there was not enough to 
go around, nor was what was left valuable 
enough to make the factions quiet on pen-

Treasury to Mr. ALLIsoN, as the most 
prominent representative of what may be 
called the non-Blaine element in the party. 
It failed ridiculously. The next step neces- 
sarily was to find a substitute for Mr, 
ALLISON, and it now looks asif Mr. WIN- 
DOM had been chosen. But he does not fill 
the bill. He is only nominally from the 
West, being actually a New-York man, 
living here and carrying on the general 
business of “ promoter” of financial enter- 
prises, in which it is no disrespect to him to 
say that his title as ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury counts for more than his known 
capacity or experience asa financier. He 
has no following in the Republican Party. 
He was never a leader in the Senate. His 
brief career in the Treasury was marked 
by nothing of any*special credit to him 
except the device by which he exchanged 
outstanding high-rate bonds for the 3 per 
cent. “‘Windoms,” an ingenious device, no 
doubt, and one that had happy results, but 
one that demonstrated no very high attain- 
ments as a financial Secretary. 

Moreover, it isan open secret that what- 
ever political significance Mr. WINDOM’s 
appointment may have its advantage will 
acerue to the inevitable Mr. BLAINE. So 
far from offsetting the large slice of favor 
given to BLAINE this is in eftect giving him 
still another, and reducing the amount to 
be distributed to the rest of the clamorous 
erowd. It is plain that this is the view 
taken of the matter by the active Repub- 
lican politiciansin this State. These gen- 
tlemen started in with confidence that 
as New-York votes elected Mr. HARRISON 
they would get'a good deal of patron- 
age. They were so sure of this that they 
even ventured to fight among themselves, 
and a dead set was made for a high place 
for Mr. PLatr and Mr. MILLER. But now 
that it is discovered that the former is to 
have nothing and that the latter must be 
contented with a little less than nothing, 
the two factions discover a common ground 
of action, and according to the statements 
of one of them are engaged jointly in put- 
ting a sharp edge on a variety of “ knives” 
for the new Administration. Now for a 
President-elect, who, putting aside the com- 
monplace duties of the office to which he has 
been chosen—duties that a mere statesman 
hike CLEVELAND ora really able politician 
like ARTHUR, or one who, like GARFIELD, 
sought to combine the two characters—de- 
votes his energies to securing “ harmony” 
in his own party, this is not. a flattering 
record. It may occur to Mr. HARRISON, if 
it has not already suggested itself to him, 
that the Presidential office may and ought 
to be something more than “the common 
sewer of all the realm,” through which the 
unclean creatures of a once noble party can 
be furnished with what their appetites 
crave. The first mistake—the one that 
compelled the rest—was the attempt to ap- 
pease BLAINE and the Blaineites. Had Mr. 
HARRISON promptly and firmly, once for 
all, refused to undertake this impossible 
task his future course might not have been 
easy, but it might have been respectable 
and even dignified. For such a refusal 
would have been to BLAINE and Blaineism 
a coup de grace, and within the next Presi- 
dential term it might have been possible to 
organize the Republican Party on the basis 
of principle and honesty and common 
As it is, Mr. HARRISON has only 
strengthened the one element in the party 
that is sure, sooner or later, to be fatal to it. 








WHERE HAS THE MONEY GONE? 
The attempt to make Mr. ANDREWS, the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, the 


scapegoat for the swindling of the State in 
the construction of the ceiling of the Assem- 
bly Chamber will be warmly supported by 
those politicians who are anxious to screen 
the real culprits. For that reason it will 
be opposed by everybody who desires to 
see justice done in the premises. The re- 
portof the Committee of Experts shows that 
the State has been robbed of something 
more than $100,000. Does anybody in his 
senses suppose that Mr. ANDREWS and Mr. 
SNAITH were allowed to get away with that 
amount of money from under the very 
noses of such watch dogs of the Treasury 
as Davip B. Hitt and JAMES W. HUSTED, 
for example, who have so often waived 
their political differences for the purpose of 
protecting the interests of the State? Mr. 
ANDREWS, it is true, got a gratuity of 
$3,500 by vote of the committee, a gratuity 
which we believe to have been entirely 
illegal, which is perhaps recoverable, and 
which in that case ought to be reeovered. 
But, then, illegal action is to be expected 
from an unconstitutional body, such as the 
committee putin charge of the construc- 
tion clearly was. The proposal to suspend 
ANDREWS from his place is quite proper. 
It is plain that he has allowed himself to be 
made the tool of the thieves. Even if he 
had refused to further the robbery of the 
State he would have been unable wholly to 
prevent it by reason of his incompetency. 
He is, we believe, a pork packer by occa- 
pation, so far as he is anything but a poli- 
tician, and he neither is nor pretends to be 
competent to do the werk which was as- 
signed to him in the bill passed by the Legis- 
lature and signed after long deliberation 
by the Governor of the State. His incom- 
petency to do anytning in relation to the 
public buildings, except to divide the pat- 
ronage, was as well known when he was 
‘appointed as it is now. The person who 
would naturally have been appointed to do 
this work is the Commissioner of the Capi- 
tol, Mr. Perry. He would not have suited 
the men who engineered the job for the 
very reason that ANDREWS did suit them. 
As one of them expressed it a year ago,.. 
when the job was in preparation, ‘* Mr..; 
ANDREWS is @ man in whom we have con- 
fidence.” They had no confidence in Mr. 
PrerrRY for the double reason that he was 
an honest man, who would not allow him- 
self te be used asa medium for swindling, 
the State in anybody’s interest, and that he ' 
was an architect who knew his business 
well enough to prevent the State from being 
swindled in spite of him in any building 
operation of which he had charge. 
Anybody who reviews the course of legis-- 
lation last Winter and compares it with the 
actual. results must be convinced that these. 
results were then contemplated by the men 








who then opposed the project of building a i 


‘new ceiling under the direction of the As- 


sembly itself. They would have provided 
for competent and responsible professional 
advisers if the employment of such advisers 
would not have defeated the very object 
they had in view. The pretense now that 
the stealing is an unforeseen incident of 
the undertaking, and that it is due to the 
incompetent and irresponsible and unpro- 
fessional superintendence under which the 
work was put ought not to deceive any- 
body. Doubtless the ignorance of AN- 
DREWS was not so dense as to prevent him 
from knowing what was going on. Doubt- 
less he was in entire complicity with the 
job, even before the bill authorizing it was 
signed. That is already in evidence. 
Doubtless he ought to be put out, and, if 
the evidence suffices for that purpose, to be 
criminally prosecuted. Nevertheless, to con- 
centrate public indignation upon him, 
while it would greatly please guiltier men, 
would be an almost complete waste of pub- 
lic indignation. 

What is true of ANDREWS seems to be 
also true of SNAITH, the contractor. There 
is no doubt that he also was fully aware of 
the nature of the job before the plans had 
been made or the bill was even signed, and 
that, like ANDREws, he lent himself to it. 
There is reason to believe,as the expert com- 
mities intimates, that the pretended com- 
petition of bids was collusive, inasmuch as 
there were no plans on which estimates 
could be based. SNAITH is even more inti- 
mately connected with the job than AN- 
DREWS, since the money of which the State 
was robbed passed through his hands, But 
as a scapegoat he is quite as unsatisfactory 
as ANDREWS, while as State’s evidence he 
is much more valuable since he undoubted- 
ly knows what became of the $100,000, 
more or less, which he drew from the State 
for work not done and materials not fur- 
nished. This is really the starting point of 
the further investigation which the people 
of the State should demand. The con- 
tractor should be made to tell what he 
knows about the disposition of this money. 
If he does this frankly and fully the State 
can afford to dismiss him contemptuously 
and to direct its attention to the punish- 
ment of his principals. 

Meanwhile every feeling person must 
sympathize with the grief of Gov. Hin 
and the loss of faith in the people which 
this incident must have wrought in his 
mind. After all his care te ascertain all 
about how the bill was to work, and who 
were to be appointed under it, before he 
signed it, he is confronted with this dis- 
tressing disclosure. Not since SQUIRE bit- 
terly disappointed his hopes has his confi- 
dence in human nature been so shaken. 
He will doubtless abandon ANDREWS to his 
fate with the stoical devotion with which 
he abandoned SqQuIRE and ABRAHAM of- 
fered up Isaac, JUNIUS BRUTUS surrendered 
BrRvuTvs junior, or with which the hard- 
pressed mariner offersa tub to the voracious 
whale. But it is more than questionable 
whether his soul will obtain peace even by 
such a costly sacrifice. 








TAXATION OR REGULATION. 
Senator VEDDER’s bill for the taxation of 
liquor sales was ordered to a third reading 
in the Senate yesterday bya party vote. 
The fact that there was a party division 


upon it is enough in itself to indicate that, 


there is no hope of its hecoming a law, and 
it is only an obstruction in the way of 
proper excise legislation. The bill differs 
from that which Mr. VepprR introduced 
last year in only two points. It fixes a tax 
of $100 a year:upon places which 
sell all kinds of intoxicating liquors 


and $40 upon those which sell fermented 
liquors only, the latter being double the 
rate fixed in the original bill; and instead 
of requiring all these taxes to be turned 
over to the State Treasury without credit 
te the counties from which they are de- 
rived, it provides that one-half the amount 
shall be credited to the counties and de- 
ducted from their quota of taxation for 
State purposes. This is only half-way 
justice at best. We know of no justifica- 
tion for this kind of a special tax upon the 
liquor trade except the theory that the 
trade is an injurious one in its effect upon 
the communities in which it exists and 
ought to be discouraged. This theory we 
regard as entirely sound. But if this traffic 
is the great source of pauperism and crime 
and ef the public expense which these en- 
tail, then the taxes which are imposed 
upon it on that account should be entirely 
for the benefit of the communities which 
have to bear the expense and the injurieus 
consequences and which also pay the taxes. 

The theory upon which the Vedder bill 
appears to be based is inconsistent with 
itself. If it were simply that the liquor 
trade is injurious to society and should be 
made to pay for the ravages and expenses 
which it preduces, then the tax upon it 
should be solely a local tax. But if the 
tax were merely a means of raising revenue 
for the State frem a great commercial in- 
terest that enjoys the pretection of its 
laws, then it would be necessary to recog- 
nize the traffic as entirely legitimate, but 
one which could afferd to pay liberally for 
its valuable privileges, like corporations 
that enjoy the benefit of public franchises. 
But the bill in its present form is neither 
one thing nor another. Itis partly a State 
revenue measure and partly a local restric- 
tion and compensation measure. 

Tho theery that the liquor traffic is mis- 
chievous to society and ought therefore to 
be restricted and discouraged so far as is 
practicable demands a special treatment 
for it. Measures for dealing with it should 
be regulative and restrictive, and not for 
the purpose of raising revenue for the 
State. The production of revenue should 
be a subordinate object. The strongest 
argument for high license is not that it will 
produce a revenue that may be used for the 
care of the paupers and lunatics and the pun- 
ishment of criminals that the liquor trafiic 
makes, but that it will diminish the number 
of places at which liquor is sold and the 
amount of liquor consumed, and so tend 
strongly to decrease pauperism, insanity, 
and crime, so far as these are to be traced 
te drink as their cause. All legislation for 
dealing with the subject should have that 
for its purpose, and should be framed with 
a direct view to accomplishing the purpose 


to the utmost attainable extent. It should ! leng respectively to their islands. Tha, 
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not be confused by being made partly a 
matter of regulation and restriction, and 
partly a matter of revenue. 

It is obvious that a bill which proposesto 
add a State tax to the local excise fees must 
necessarily bo an obstacle to any effort to 
raise those fees to the high-license standard 
for accomplishing the utmost local restric- 
tion. The Vedder bill is an obstacle to 
genuine excise legislation at the present 
session of the Legislature, and there are 
obstacles enough in the way without this. 
It ought to be disposed of and got out of 
the way as soon as possible, and the only 
way to dispose of it speedily is to vote it 
down. Then the field would be clear for 
dealing with the excise bills. Whatever is 
done in the way of legislation upon the 
liquor question, it should be for regulation 
and restriction, and not for taxation. 














CUTTING DOWN DEATH RATES. 

It is fitting that in a series of public 
lectures provided by a Society for Promot- 
ing Good Citizenship there should be ore 
re‘ating to possible large reduction of the 
death rate by the enforcement of sanitary 
laws. This was the subject of a lecture de- 
livered by the Rev. Dr. Epwarp E. Har 
in Boston Monday evening under the au- 
spices of a local society bearing the name we 
have mentioned. ‘Che good citizen should 
not only be familiar with the principles of 
sanitation and have some knowledge of 
late discoveries in the field of sanitary sci- 
ence, but he should also be willing and 
even anxious to bear his share of the taxa- 
tion required for the enforcement of sani- 
tary laws. The greater part of Dr. Har’s 
remarks were applicable to any other 
large city in this country as well as to 
Boston. The death rate there last year 
was 24.57, but he undertook to show that 
in ‘‘ the possible Boston” it would not ex- 
ceed 15. The reduction caused by the 
labors of the Board of Health in the last 
twenty years showed that well-directed 
effort could accomplish much more in the 
same field. The death rate for cholera in- 
fantum had been lowered. The number of 
typhoid cases had been decreased by im- 
proved sewerage. Smallpox had ceased to 
be one of the 25 principal causes of death, 
and scarlatina had fallen to the twenty- 
first place on the list. But diphtheria, first 
noted in the returns for 1851, had become 
more and more destructive and had risen to 
the fifth place. 

The number of deaths caused by diph- 
theria in Beston last year was 470. In 
this city for some time there has been a 
steady mortality of about fifty per week 
from this cause. It is difficult to impress 
upon the minds of the peeple among whom 
the disease finds most of its victims the fact 
that it is a contagious malady. In the pos- 
sible Boston, says Dr, HALE, every case of 
diphtheria will be isolated with as much 
care as is shown now in cases of small- 
But it may be that in the near fut- 
ure it will be possible by inoculation to 
prevent the spread of this disease. The 
report recently sent from Paris that 
two of PASTEUR’s assistants had precured 
isolated specimens of the (diphtheria 
microbe and were engaged in cultivating 
them has since been denied, but itis not im- 
probable that such cultivations will be suc- 
cessfully made. The subject is one that has 
at times received the attention of PASTEUR, 
and if he should find an effective method of 
inoculation it would be a discovery of far 
greater value than that which he has used 
for the prevention of rabies. 

The most terrible figures in the returns, 
Dr. HALE says, are those which announce 
the deaths by consumption, and he thinks 
thatin the possible Boston they would be re- 
duced by sending those who are threatened 
to Florida every Winter—those ‘“‘ whe are 
hardly sick, but only in danger of being 
The possible Boston will work out, 
he believes, a system of transfers to a 
warmer climate. . It ‘* will be proud of Bos- 
ton,” butitwill net be so proud “that it 
will think its young people prefer death in 
Boston to life in other parts of the world.” 
It will establish Winter sanitariums in the 
South, and thus reduce the consumption 
death rate one-half. 

Dr. HALE appears to have overlooked the 
meaning of recent discoveries with respect 
to tuberculosis. This may be suggested by 
the statement of Dr. AUSTIN FLINT that 
even a person with an inherited tendency 
to consumption ‘‘would never develop the 
disease if he could be absolutely protected 
against infection with the tubercle bacil- 
lus.” The microbe may be introduced into 
the human system in the milk er beef of 
tuberculous cows. Undoubtedly it is sqin- 
troduced and consumption is frequently 
caused by its intreduction. Unless the con- 
clusions of the recent Consumption Con- 
gress and of many physicians and veteri- 
narians are based upon gross error, it is pos- 
sible to reduce the consumption death rate 
largely in Boston and elsewhere by the ex- 
termination of cows and beef cattle that 
have some form of ‘the disease. The health 
officers in Massachusetts have purified the 
milk supply of the cities with respect to 
adulteration, but neither in that State nor 
in any other has the milk of tuberculous 
cows been withheld from the people. Vet- 
erinarians agree in saying: that a considera- 
ble percentage of milch cows are tubercn- 
lous. Unless eminent dectors and bacteriolo- 
gists are at fault, the milk of such cowsmay 
cause consumption if the person who drinks 
it is in a susceptible condition. The eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis in the dairy farms of 
this country might cause a2 much greater 
reduction of the consumption death rate 
than the most complete system of transfers 
from the raw Winter climate of the North 
to sanitariums in the South.

AMUSEMENTS. 
DALY’S THEATRE. 

The tenth and last of the subscription 
perfermances at Daly’s Theatre, which have 
afforded rare enjoyment to cultivated play- 
goers during the Winter, was given 
last night, and was in some _ respects 
the most interesting of them all. 
The members of the splendid company 
of comedians Mr. Daly has gathered around 
him were, for once, far away from the dainti- 


ness, the polite trifling, the pleasing equiveke 
of the plays most closely associated with their 
fame; yet their triumph Was as eure as ever. 

“The Squire,” by Arthur W. Pinero, an Eng- 
lish playwright of remarkable skill, is a drama 
of domestic life. Its underlying purpose is 
wholly serious. The view of humanity present- 
ed is & 8aa one; man’s weakness and folly form 
ltstheme. Into a bright picture of quiet, rural 
existence, remote from the bustle and turmoil 
of commerce and the frivolity of fashion, are 
thrown the shadows of sin and the suffering 
that follows sin. Extenuating sircumstances 
are told of in narrative to excuse the action 
of the hero in exposing to shame a 
sincere, virtuous, but unsophistieated, young 
Woman; but these do not afteet the moral 
of the play or change its tenor. In the denoue- 
ment there is a hint of future happiness, to fol- 
lew a period of oxile and repentance; the 
tongue of scandal is checked and the reputation 
of a good woman is saved. But even here the 
situation is one that eompels tears. 

The note of merriment is not lacking in “‘The 
Squire,” but it serves enly the purpose of eon- 
trast, Andeven the comic sketches of charae- 
ter, with which the play is well supplied, are as 
true to human nature that while the spectator 
laughs at their foibles he is compelled to reflect 
upon the weakness of the race. The self- 
ishness and guile of the old farmer are 
strongly marked as his quaint, unconscions 
humor. The heartiessness ef preeious 
young Robjonns, whose aged father hangs 
on to life aggravating|ly, is borne in mind while 
we smile at his rustic manners and his desire te 
make a good impressien om, the mistress of 
Prior’s Mesne. 

“The Squire” is a well-made play and an ab- 
sorbingly interesting ope. it toucbes the heart 
and satisfies the mind, and ene feels better 
for having seen it. Even though Mr. 
Pinero got his ideas from Thomas Hardy’s novei, 
“Far From the Madding Crewd,” he deserves 
great credit. We have too few dramas in this 
age so wholesome and praiseworthy as this, and 
too few playwrights competent to put borrowed 
material to so good theatrical vse. The leve that 
sustains Kate Verity 1n her affliction is beauti- 
fully expressed; and that such a love is poasi- 
ble is the gratifying truth that the drama en- 
forces. 

*The Squire’ was acted at Daly’s Theatre 
with ¢onspicious success six years ago, before 
Mr. Daly’s company haa secured its present 
fame, but 1t Was not done then so well as it was 
done last night. Mr. Lewis’s irresistibly 
amusing portrayal of Gunnion, the old farm- 
er, @ capital study in the art of making- 
uP, remains a brilliant example of low com- 
edy; Mr. Fisher still invests the character 
of the cynieal clergyman with his own 
personal authority, and indicates with his 
usual skill the sympathy of the old man’s na- 
ture masked by his brusque, forbidding man- 
ner. Mr. Drew shows that, eut of 
his usual line of parts, the elegant 
loiterers of fashionable society, he 
is still an actor of uncommon force and fervor. 
Theso are well-remembered features of 
the previous performance. Mise Jean 
Gorden as Christie, the jealous gypsy 
girl; Mr. Willian Gilbert as the danger- 
eus vagabond, Mr. Frederick Bond as the 
intoxicated ‘‘ representative” of the rural 
newspaper; Mr. Holland as Gilbert Hythe and 
Miss Cheatham as simple Felicity Gunnion 
were among the actors in last right’s 
cast who were new to the play, and all of them 
deserve a larger share of consideration than can 
be given to thetr work this morning. 

Miss Rehan as the Squire is the centre of in- 
terest. Her artistic powers have grewn 
greatly since she first undertook this 
charaester, but they have been exerted 
in a  widely-ditterent feld trom that 
of pathetic domestic drama. Her suscess in in- 
dieating the passion and griet of Kate Vority 
was therefore surprising to many persons In the 
audience. Her acting was sincere in tone, clear 
in conceptiong and true in execution. The emo- 
tional torce she exerted in the scene of her 
parting with Eric was remarkably effestive, aud 
the beautiful and :suggesative touehes with 
whieh she adorned every scene were fully 
appreciated. The personality of Miss Rehan 
is not exactly suited to this character, and we 
deubt if her future triumphs will be made in 
parts of this description. But she is an aetress 
whose limitatiens are not sharply defined. The 
scope of her art is broad, and is constantly 
growing broader.

The “Tannhaaser”’ parody turlesqued. Wag- 
ner’s music even more than Wagner’s poetry. 
Popular sengs and airs from Freach and Italian 
operas were introduced side by side with 
snatches from ‘“ Tannhiiuser” and ether of 
Wagner's operas. Mozart, Meyerbeer, and Verdi 
were sung as written, and then the same airs 
were worked up with all sorts ef dramuatie 
pseudo-Wagner contortions and disguises till 
the musie became uiterly unreeognizable, and 
the singer fell in a fit of exhaustion and sought 
reliefin the inevitable whisky flask.

The chorus of _pil- 
grims look as if they might apprepriateliy sing 
“We won’t go home till morning,” while the 
shepherda under the tall sings out of tune, and 
accompanies himself upon a basseon. Tann- 
hiuser, when waking from his sleep, ruefully 
surveys his dress and looks mournfully for the 
tailor “of the future.” He invokes the aid of a 
city tailor, and local ‘‘gags” are frequent 
throughout the performance. In fact, Tann- 
hiuser, like moat parodies, becomes so furious a 
burlesque thatit grows wearisome before the 
end. 

The guests at the singing tournament include 
Othello and Desdemona, the William Tell fam- 
ily. the Prophets, and a host of costumed 
representatives ef other operas. Somebedy 
impersonates Herr Seidl of the Metropoi- 
itan, and the supernumeéraries make 
up as incengruous a comparny as posai- 
ble. Mme. Cotreily as Elizabeth is the 
inepiration of the entire east, though Herr 
Friese as the Landgraf, Herr Scheutz as Tann- 
hiiuser, Herren Rank, Elsbach, and Gerold (his 
rivals in the tournament) are not far behind 
her in their vehement absurdity.

The cus- 
tomary Jarge and enthusiastic audience was in 
attendance. The play is an excellent example 
of polite comedy, involving a clever intrigue, a 
pieasing love story, brilliamt dialogue, and 
strongly-marked and interesting studies of 
character. Mme. Hading -is well suited to the 
character of Héléne, and her portrayal ef it is 
theroughly sympathetic and charming. As the 
crafty Counseler, Coquelin’s skill in the com- 
position of a character is strikingly exhibited.

She was heard to much better advan- 
tage in the song by Meyer-Hellmund thanin th 
aria from ‘“‘Der Freyschiitz, which is beyon 
her powers. ; 

The quartet is far from being an ideal organt- 
zation. Mr. Banner has fallen into the habit of 
using the sliding movement of his left hand te 
such an extent that bis playing frequently be- 
comes a series of sobs. Mr. Hemmann, the 
*cellist, produces a very poor tone; probably is 
is tho fault of the instrument. And the organi- 
zatiou generally played iast sight with iittle 
smoothness. There is room for great imprtove- 
ment. 





TAMMANY RESOLUTIONS, 


THE WARRIORS WANT NO PROFANE 
HANDS TO TOUCH THE BALLOTS. 

For several days past the resolation-mak- 
ers of Tammany Hall have been hard at work. 
The result of their labors was shown at the 
meeting of the Committes on Organization last 
night.

Gen. Cochrane made one of his unique 
speeches in support of the resolutions. Wher 
he got to a point where he conid attempt to 
quote Louis XLV.’ sdeclaration and:rendered 18 
as C’etal, c'est moi, pronouncing it so that his 
hearers understood him to say, “Set down 
SOIae more,” he was 80 Vigorously applauded 
that he had tositdown.

MAYOR CHAPIN'S VIEWS ON BONDS. 

An open letter from Mayor Chapin of 
Brooklyn to Chairman Crosby of the Cities Com- 
mittee of the Assembly was made public yes- 
terday. The letter is directed against the ob- 
jections made by ex-Mayor Low to the “local 
improvement” bills at present in the hands of 
the Legislature. Aecording to Mayor Chapin 


Mr. Low’s oppositien to the bills on the greund 
that they contemplate Diaving upon the shoul- 
dera ofafuture generation the burden of the 
eight-million-dollar debi created by the expend- 
iture authorized is ill advised. He thinks that 
if the debt is putin the form of bonds due after 
25 years in 20 consecutive instalJments the in-' 
terest burden of the future will be one-half 
what itis at present. Another measure which 
he deems advisable is the freeing of these 
bonds from taxution. Says Mayor Chapin: 

“To my mind there is no basis of policy or prin- 
ciple to support a tax upon a public obligation, 
There is now acall for new and larger provision, 
Whether that call is or is not to be fitly answered 
depends upen the fate of these measures. Here 
fore thé tax rate has stood in the way. It could no 
be lowered without depriving the city of its needa; 
it could not instly be raised. The solution of the 
situation could only be foand in @ reanction of the 
relative charge for debt. Since we cannot refund 
it was necessary that some equivalent for refand- 
ing should be devised. These bills furnish such an 
equivalent and thus provide an adequate solution 
of the problem. They secure to us also, at once, the 
things which Brooklyn needs. No other metho@ 
wili do so satisfactorily or with equal jastace to the 
present generation of taxpayers.”

HOUSTON TELLS HIS STORY 
|THE BARGAIN THAT HE MADE 
WITH PIGOTT. 

(MORE LIGHT ON THE ALLEGED PARNELL 


LETTERS~THE “ TIMES'S’ MANAGER 


REVEALS BUT LITTLE. 


Lonpon, Feb. 19:—The court room was. 
erowded to-day when the Parnell Commissien 
resumed its sitting. Messrs. Henry Labou chore, 
John Morley, the Right Hon. George Shaw Le- 
‘fevre, jand other prominent persons were

Mr. Macdonald, manager ef the Times, was the 
first witness called. He was cross-examined by 
counsel for the Parneliites. He declined to say 
whether he regardea the letters of the 9th of 
January and the 15th of May as the only im- 
portant ones among the first five which Mr. 
Houston, Secretary of the Irish Loyal and 


Patriotic Union handed to him. 


Presiding Justice Hannen sharply rebuked 


the witness for his refusal, 


Mr. Macdonald, in reply to further questions, 
said the letters had to be taken as a whole, and 
Wit- 
ness said he forgot whether, when he submitted 
the Egan letters to the expert, he also sub- 
mitted other'specimens of Egan's writing. He 
could not be positive whether he then had 
He forgot 
what material he gave the expert to enable him 
to ascertain whether tho letters were genuine. 


that as a whole they were compromising. 


actual specimens of Egan’s writing. 


He was convinced that the Egan and Parnell 


letters were genuine before the first article on 
“Parnelliesm and Crime” was published by the 
Times. He did not think that the body of the 
letter of Jan. 9 was in the writing of Mr. Camp- 
bell, Mr. Parnell’s secretary. He had not no- 
ticed any similarity between that and the Egan 
letters. Witness paid Houston £550 for the 


Parnell letters of the 16th of June and for 


Egan’s letter to Carey. The total payments 


made to Heuston amounted to £2,530. The 
payments were made by Mr. Walter’s checks, 
drawn in favor of Mr. Soames, the Zimes’s so- 
licitor. 

Houston did not bring the envelopes with the 
letters. Witness did not ask about them, as- 
suming that they had been destreyed. He par- 
ticularly avoided asking from what source the 
letters were obtained, because Houston said he 
was bound to secrecy, whieh he asked the witness 
to respect. Witness first knew that Pigott, a 
former editor of the Jrishman, (newspaper,) 
supplied them at about the time the publica- 
tion of the articles on “ Parnellism and Crime” 
was begun. He did not know that the letters 
had been shown to the Marquis of Hartington, 
who, he asserted, had nothing to do, directly 
er indirectly, with the publication. Houston 
shewed the witness, as tending to eonfirm the 
genuineness of the writing, a letter written by 
Mr. Parnell to Pigott, which was not submitted 


* the eden because it was private and confi- 
ential, 

Mr. Macdonald said that the Times’s statement 
that knives and firearms were kept in the League 
office in London was based upon information 
supplied to the writer of the article in which the 
statement was made. He did not know directly 
who wrote the article, and he was not bound to 
teliif he dia know. The editor of the 7imes was 
responsibie for statements made in the paper, 


and therefore the counsel was not entitled to 


aemand by force the names of contributors. 

At this pointin the proceedings Mr. Parnell, 
warmly enveloped in a long cloak, though the 
weather was mild, entered the court room and 
took a seat at the solicitors’ table. 

Mr. Asquith, of ceunsel for Mr. Parnell, urged 
that he was entitled te demand the name of the 
author of the artiele because he was bound to 
test the truth of such a grave statement. 

Sir Charles Russell supported Mr. Asquith, 
arguing that the question was relevant, 

The court ruled that Mr. Asquith was entitled 
to investigate this matterin order to ascertain 
the foundation of the statement. 

The witness said he could not name the 
writer without making inquiries. ‘‘ The Parnell- 
ism and Crime” series of articles was not writ- 
ten by one author. Several persons contrib- 
uted. Mr. Soamer was misinformed when he 
stated that Mr. Flannigan wrete the series. If 
Mr. Acquith’s question had been put within 
eix months after the appearance of the, artiele, 
witness said, he might have been enabled to 
name the writer. It was doubtful whether he 
could now, andas Mr. Asquith had mentioned 
the date of the article as June 13, 1887, wit- 
ness was not sure that the statement was based 
upon information supplied to the writer. 
He never inquired from what seurce the 
information was obtained. The article 
accusing Mr. Parnell of supplying Mr. Byrne 
with funds with which to escape was based en 
a letter whieh Mr. Parnell had admitted was 
authentic. Witness could not remember the 
writer of the articles offhand. No persons were 
specifically employed to write about Parnellism 
and crime. The articles were written in the 
ordinary course of business. He could not men- 
tion a few of the writers. He considered the 
request to do so unreasonable.

Mr. Macdenald appealed to the Bench for 
directions whether he was compelled to an- 
swer. 

Attorney-General Webster objected generally 
to the question. 

Presiding Justice Hannen ruled that counsel 
‘Was not entitled to ask the witness to make. in- 
quiries, but might question him as to anything 
within his knowledge in cennection with spe- 
cific facts. 

Mr. Macdonald finally said that Mr. Flanna- 
gan wrote the articles that appeared on March 
7 and Marokh 10, 1887.. He had forgotten who 
wrote the others. 

Mr. Parnell’s alleged letter to Piggott was 
then produced. Prosiding Justice Hannen asked 
whether it was admitted that the letter was 
genuine, and Sir Charles Russell replied: ‘Oh, 
no.” 

Attorney-General Webster then called Mr. 
Inglis, the writing expert, to the stand, where- 
upon there was a sharp encounter, Sir Charles 
Russell contending that justies demanded that 
the source of the letters should be revealed be- 
forse he was called upon to crosa-examine ex- 


perts. 

Presiding Justice Hannen thought that in- 
quiry should now be made as to the source of 
the letters. 

Mr. Houston, Secretary of the Loyal and Pa- 
triotic League, was then sworn. 6 testified 
that he first knew Pigott in the Autumn of 
1885, in censequenee of a communication from 
Pigett regarding John Devoy. Witness in- 
quired as to the Irish-American organizations, 
snd instructed Pigott to try to substantiate 
his statements regarding Parnellites and crime. 
The pamphlet entitled “ Parnellism Unmasked” 
was based upon Pigett’s information regard- 
ing Devoy. c 

In December, 1885, witness asked Pigott to 
supply further information for newspaper pub- 
lication. He agreed to pay Pigott a guinea 
daily for hotel ana traveling expenses. Later 
Pigott said it was useless to confine his atten- 
tion to Dablin and asked that his expenses be 
paid toParis. Pigott wrote to Eugene Davis, 
who, Pigott said, could assist in the investiga- 
tion. Pigott also visited Davis at Lausanme, 
and wrote te witness that he found Davis very 
bitter against the Parnellites. Afterward Pigott 
handed witness notes of conversations which 
he had had with Davis. These notes witness 
handed to Mr. Soames. Inthe notes reference 
wasamade toa letter, and witness instructed 
Pigott, if possible, to precure that letter. 
Pigott repeatedly wentto Paris, and tinally 
told witness that none of the ietters could be 
given up without the consent of a person 
in New-York. Pigott suid the letters were 
left in & bag ia the room in Paris in which Egan 
was arrested, and that they were in the posses- 
sion of either Egan or Sohoolmaster Kelly. 
Pigott suppiied copies of five Parnell letters 
and six Egan letters. 

Witness, not having sufficient money to 
send Pigott to America, saw Mr. Buckle, 
editor of the Zimes, in 1886, bus Buckle de- 
clined te takeup the matter. Witness then 
borrowed the necessary amount. Pigott re- 
turned from Awerica with a sealed letter, which 
he said he nad obtained from Breslin, and 
which centained instructions to a person in 
Paris to give uy the letters on certain condi- 
tions. Pigott went to Paris repeatedly before 
he ebtained.the letters, Witness showed the 
letters to Buckle, who advised him to 
seo Macdonald. Witness asked Macdon- 
ald to test@ the genuineness of the let- 
ters, and said that if they were used 
he expected to be reimbursed for his expendl- 
tures. Up to the time of their publication ke 
had not bargained for payment for the letters, 
but he made it a condition that the Jimes alone 
should be responsible for their publication. 
Witness had nothing to do with the testing . 
the signatures and was completely ignerant o 
the process by which they were tested. Three 
weeks after witness had acquired the first 
patch of letters, Pigott wrote that the sellers 
repented of their bargain and would return the 
reoney if the letters were returned. Witness 
deolined to return the letters. 

Under cross-examination, Houston said he did 
not know of anything that showed that Pigott 
was not @ erediblie man. He dia not Know 
that Pigott wasin peeuriary straite when he 
asked him te Giseover the documents. He told 


if ‘the letters were forthcoming ab 
Lita eenuiae they would bo paid fos. He 


Neved that Pigott was then earning a fair 
competence at newspaper work. 
At this point the commission adjourned. 
Eugene Davis states that Houston’s evidence 
before the Parnell Commission regarding him is 
an atrocious calumny. 


STILL WITHOUT A CABINET. 


A DIFFICULT PROBLEM FOR 


FRENCH STATESMEN. 

PaRis, Feb. 19.—In apito of continued negotia- 
tions the settlement of the Cabinet crisis an- 
pears as distant as ever. The failure of M, 
Méline indicates the absolute impossibility of 
forming a Cabinet on Ferryist or Opportunist 
lines. It was to demonstrate this that Presi- 
dent Carnot insisted so.strongly that M. Méline 
attempt the task, saying that if he could not 


succeed no man in his group could hope to do 
better. President Carnot to-day offered the 
Premiership to M. Tirard, only to meet with 
another refusal. He then sent M. Tirard to 
summon M. Méline, whom he urged to make 
another effort under fresh conditions. M. 
Méline steadily declined to undertake the task. 

The difficulty of the position may be realized 
from the fact that an obsoure politiclan named 
Prevet was afraid te risk entering M. Méline’s 
proposed Mimistry. Later, President Carnot 
summoned Senator Magnin, a former Minister. 
A well-acoredited report says that the Presi- 
dent strengly inclines toward a Cabinet formed 
mainly of Senators, conceiving that such a Min- 
istry would have a better prospect of securing 
general support than a Government composed 
of the more pronounced members of the Cham- 
ber; but late this evening nothing had been 
settled. 

There ia no basis for the rumors regarding an 
extra Parliamentary Cabinet, which would be 
unconstitutional. Deputy Delattre has with- 
drawn his motion in favor of the formation of a 
Ministry outside of Parliament. At a bento | 
of the Radical Left several Deputies expresse 
themselves in favor of a ‘‘concentration Cabi- 
net,” having a special mandate te conduct 
eleetions and eomprising a Minister of the 
Iaterior acceptable to all the Republican 
groups. President Carnot will probably be 
obliged to give the new Cabinet tho right of 
dissolution. 

Ex-President Grévy has been taken sudden- 
ly il. It 1s feared that his constitution will 
break down. The members of his family are 
very anxious, 

The report that Gen. Boulanger would make a 
tour of Italy and Hungary is denied. M. Maliot, 
Republican, Deputy for Cher, has written to 
Gen. Boulanger, announcing his adhesion to the 
Beulangist programme. 


OSES Sv 
NEWS FROM FATHERLAND. 

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—The Official Gazette pub- 
lishes an imperial ordinanee regulating the 
prize jurisdiction in connection with the Zanzi- 
bar blockade. The decision as to the legality of 
the capture of prizes rests with a prize court at 
Zanzibar, presided over by the German Consul, 
and,in the second instance, with a superior 
prize court at Berlin, consisting ef a President 
and six assessors appointed by the imperial 
ordinance. An imperiai commission will be at- 
tached to each court and will follow the Chan- 
cellor’s instructions. The Gazette further details 
the method of dealing with prizes. 

The Post,ina semi-official note to-night, an- 
nournces that further publications directed 
against Prof. Geftfcken are about to be made, 
and expresses the hope that they will have the 
effect of throwing such light upon other persons 
and circumstances that a complete insight into 
what is etill a somewhat obscure matter may be 
gained. Prot. Geffcken denies the truth ef the 
report that he intends to publish a pamphlet 
dealing witb the trial. 

The report that Court Chaplain. Stoecker 
would resign or be relieved of his office is not 
cenfirmed. He could orly be relieved as the 
result of a disciplinary ingairy, and concerning 
such an inquiry nothing has yet transpired. 

An effort is being made to heal the schism in 
the Centre Party by means of the reintroduetion 
of Dr. Windthorst’s motion ef last year demand- 
ing that schools be placed under the control of 
the churen. It will, at the most, receive the 
support of enly the Centrists ard the orthodox 
Conservatives, and will, therefore, be rejected; 
ut as a tactical measure it will effect Dr, 
Windthorast’s object.

DUBLIN, Feb, 19.—When the case of Mr. Will- 
iam O’Brien was resumed at Tralee to-day Mr. 
O’Brien refused to allow Mr. Healey, his coun- 
sel, to apologize for the language the latter had 
used to Col. Turner during the pregress of the 


case yesterday. Mr. O’Brien also declined to 
make any further defense against the charges 
brought against him under the Crimes act. The 
magistrate thereupon sentenced Mr. O’Brien to 
six months’ imprisonment withopt hard labor. 


LONDON, Feb. 19.—Mr. James Laurence 
Carew, member of Parliament for North Kil- 
dare, Ireland, was arrested te-day in the East- 
ern Division of Perthsnire, where an election is 
being held to fill the vacancy in the House of 
Commons caused by the death of Mr. Menzies, 
(Liberal.)

RUSSIA AND BOULANGER. 

PestH, Feb. 19.—The Pester Lloyd professes 
to have secret knowledge of the source from 
whence Gen. Boulanger derives his election 
funds. It says the Pan-Slavists staked their 
hepes on Gen. Boulanger and the political suc- 
cess he- has achieved is to no small extent due 
tothe support given te his cause by Russia. 
The Pester Lioyd further declares that M. Flo- 
quet owes his defeat to his disinclination to 
pick a quarrel with Germany or Italy for the 
sake of giving Russia free play. It says: 

“Russia desires to separate Austria-Hungary 
from the triple alliance, but her efforts are 
doomed to failure.

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BUCKEYES AT DELMONICO’S 


ANNUAL BANQUET OF THE OHIO 
SOCIETY. 

THE OCCASION MARKED BY THE CUS- 
TOMARY DISPLAY OF GOOD FEELING 
AND FLOW OF ORATORY. 

Ohio, the mother of Presidential candi- 
dates, beeame too big for her outskirts last 
night and filied up Deimenico’s with her big 
society in this city thatit might properly enjey 
its fourth annual banquet. Buckeyes came 
from the four quartera of the hemisphere and 
particularly from Washington, whence dis- 
patckes were received late in the evening beg- 
ging the Ohio men to return befere the morn- 
ing lest the business of the Government should 
eome to a standstill because of the laek of Con- 
gressmen and departmental chiefs. The big 
ballroom was richly decorated with national 
flags and above the ohair of President Swayne 
was the shield of the Buekeye State with its 
golden sunburst. 

The was ne guest table, for the sons of Ohio, 
St least those in the society, are all equal at 
dinner. The prospective Presidents and Cabi- 
net officers feasted together with the eustomary

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amity of statesmen, and watched the great men: 


at the heads and the other ends of the table 
with the regard whioh signified not exalted ven- 
eration, but with the asseciated pride of 
“they’re some of us.” There were five tables 
spread across the ballroom, and they were pre- 
elded over at each end by Gen. Wager Swayne, 
who was an Attorney-General and is now Presi- 
dent of the society; William L. Strong, Henry 
L. Burnett, Milten I. Southard, Bernard Peters, 
A. D. Juilliard, Thomas Ewing, W. VY. McCrack- 
en, and W. L. Bruwn. The guests sat at either 
side of the presiding oflicers of each table, so 
that they could be thoroughly sociable. They 
were A. C. Thompson, Cornelius N. Bliss, Presi- 
dent of the New-England Society; C. H. Gros- 
vener, ex-Secretary and prospective Secretary 
ofthe Treasury William Windom, Gen. Roger 
A. Pryor of the Southern Society, and 8. 8. Yo- 
der. All of theses gontiemen had the right to 
use the prefix of **Hon.,” and the Sons of Ohio 
regarded them accordingly.

After these gentlemen and their scores of 
frienas had lighted their cigars and settled 
themselves comfortably in their chairs for the 
tiow of soul which was imminent, Gen. Swayne, 
witha big white carnation in the lapel of his 
cual, began to intene the thanksgiving, It came 
without any diffioulty. He at once congratu- 
lated his fellow-members that they were from 
Ohio, and then told them they hud abundant 
reason to rejoice, first that New-York is their 
home, and then that they had met with success, 
and added that they had reason to lore this 
State for it was here that Ohio was born under 
the auspices of Virginia. He intimated that 
there were lots of other socleties represented, 
and made a modest hint that they would be 
heard from. 

A large number of letters were reeeived from 
distinguished men. President Cleveland and 
President-elect Harrison briefly rexretted their 
inability to be present. Senator John Sherman 
wrote: “I hope that you will havea jeyous time, 
with many kind memories and pleasing reminis- 
eenves.” 

The Hon. 8 8. Cox sent a friendly note in 
which he said: “I am greatly concerned that 
Tam always away when the good things are 
spread by my Ohio friends.” 

The Hon. Joseph D. Taylor of Ohio wrote frem 
Washington: ‘Ohio is still at the front; ene of 
her boys will be inaugurated President on the 
4th of March, another will occupy the tirat or 
second place in_the Cabinet, auother will be 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, say- 
ing nothing abeut other important places. The 
only sad thing is the thought of the great loss 
your society sustains by losing your Ohio resi- 
deace.” 

Gen. Rosecrans wrote: “The saying that 
‘blood is thicker than water’ hus always been 
suggested to my mind since I tirat left Ohio for 
West Point, aud during my feur years there the 
sight of an Ohioan made me feel toward him 
as though he were my kinsman,” 

Rutherford B. Hayes sent this brief note: 
“Very sorry I can’t meet the New-York ‘Ohio 
boys,’ a8 Corwin called them the night his death 
stroke came to him; but some day my turn at 
your table will come.” 

The Hon. Robert C. Schenck sent a letter ex- 
pressing sineere regret that he could not be 
present. He said: ‘The sons of our Buckeye 
State may well be proud of her,” 

Other short letters of regret were received 
from Gen. W. T. Sherman, Benator Allison, the 
Hex. William McKinley, Justice Stanley Mat- 
thews, Gov. Hill, Gov. Foraker, ex-Gov. Charles 
Foster, ex-Gov. REN oyes, Congressman Outh- 
walte, and Mayor Grant. 

President Swayne declared that it was the 
custom of the soeiety to get other persons to do 
its talking for it. Then be called upon Simon 
Wolr, who, using the suggestion of Gen. Swayne 
that he would in reading the letters of regret 
begin at the less important and goon to the 
greatest, declared that the speaking was to be 
follewed on the same lines. He concluded by 
referring to the talked-of new clubhouse of the 
society and said he was eertain the organizatien 
would got one, for * whenever Ohio wants any- 
thing she gets it.” 

A. Minor Griswold was called on next, and at- 
tacked his task in true Texan fashion and told 
of alecture which he once delivered in Ashta- 
bula, ‘“‘on the western contines of Ohio.” At 
this lecture there was an audieuce of 700 per- 
sons, but they didn’t laugh that night, They 
began tittering the next day, and now, 15 years 
after, he had received private advices that his 
former audience was in convulsions, This, he 
declared, had been his usual fate. Then he be- 
gan aeculogy of great eloquence of Ohio, and 
each rounded period was marked with applause. 
He exhibited his affection for Ohio during the 
war. ‘I lived ther in Ohio,” hesaid. “I was fre- 
quently invited to go South, but I said: ‘No! I 
will stand by the State. Nothing wil! make me 
leave it except an invasion.’ ” 

It was Gen. Grosvenor’s turn next, and he ex- 
plained how an Ohio man managed to get along 
in Congress, and, like atrue son of his Stato, 
he said he didn’t come to Delmonico’s to speak 
but to get something to eat. Accident and not 
design had forced Obio in the fore. she never 
sought for anything. [Tumultuous laughter. ] 
She deesn’t get everytaing she askstor. She 
wanted the Presidency. The simpie fact that a 
man weut from Ohio to Minnosuta, however, 
does not disqualify him for the Treasury port- 
folio. Ohio is proud of the men who left her. 
‘*We are proud of many things in this country,” 
he continued, *“‘but we are especially proud of 
ourselves.” 

Then Mr. Bliss, who, as the chief of the New- 
Englanders, was regarded by the Ohtoans with 
filiul affection, was called upon tor a speech, 
and declared his willingness on the part of the 
organization he represented to gather his hosts 
inte the fold of relationship. Congressman 
Thompson then took up tke ball of discourse, 
aud kept it rolling along to Gen. Roger A. Pryor, 
who was the next speaker. The Congressman 
hesitated with native Ohio modesty, and then 
spoke of the many representatives of Eastern 
and Seuthern families who were numbered 
among the Buekeyes. 

Gen. Pryor, In behalf of the society which he 
represented, disputed with Mr. Blissthe multi- 
plicity of its relationships with Ohio. “Now 
that Virginia has tatien from her high estate,” 
Was the speaker’s introduction to a review of 
thé mother of the Presidents’ foster-care of 
Buckeyes, and told of its former greatness. 
But when he reached the period of Virginia’s 
secession, hesitated, and said: ‘IL trust I am 
not treading upon dangerous ground,” be was 
encouraged with shouts of ‘Go on.” He did, 
and tola of the State’s struggle toward the final 
and Divinely-willed emancipation of the slaves. 
Gen. Pryor elluded to President-elect Harrison 
as a great-grandson ef Virginia and a grandson 
of Ohio, and then declared that he believed in 
him ‘for he comes of good stoek, and, as a 
habitué of the raco track, [ believe in biood.” 

Mr. Windom, whe followed, was received with 
much enthusiasm. He congratulated the so- 
Slety On its success as an organization com- 
bining allof the pleasantest social relatiens, 
and then, after declaring that he had not come 
prepared to make a speech, said: **I have to 
eongraiulate myself on my great wisdom and 
good luck. (Laughter.] I was wise, I find, in 
being born jn Ohio, but when I listened to my 
eloquent friend from Virginia I congratulated 
myself that [ had both my father and mother 
born in that noble State. I congratulate myself 
also thatI got a wife from New-iingland, for 
thus do I make up the constitueney of this as- 
sembly. Another piece of luck I have to feel 

rateful for is that I removed from Ohio te 

innesota, the great Stute of the Northwest.” 
Mr. Windom spoke of his pride for his birth- 
State and the Commonwealth whence he had 
descended, and concluded: “ Gen. Garfield once 
sald that he never failed to feel like taking off 
his hat te a boy when he thought of the possi- 
bilitios buttoned up in the lad’s coat. He meant 
an Ohio boy.”

Blankenburg’s building 
was five stories in height, andin addition the 
firm occupied the upper floors of the adjacent 
building, 11 Bank-street. Thompson, Foust & 
Co., commission merchants, were the tenants of 
the first floor of 11 Bank-street. Henry C. Lea 
owned the puilding. On the Strawberry-street 
end of the property No, 20 was occupied by 
James Deak, Jr., & Co., manufacturers. The 
Jewel Knitting Company eccupied an upper 


story of 14 Strawberry-street, and M. R. Raleigh 
& Co., yarns, were also tenants of 14. 

The rear end of Philip J. Walsh’s Second- 
street store, fronting on the east side of Bank- 
street and directly opposite to the Blankenburg 
building, was deluged by water to save it from 
the flames, which swept aeross the street. 
William Cunningham, who occupied an upper 
tleor of this building, sustained a heavy loss by 
water. 

It was about 10 e’clock when the cry of fire 
was shouted in Blankenbury’s sture, A blaze 
had shot up from the cellar and was ascending 
through the hatchway. There were 15 of the 
firm’s empleyes in the building—men, women, 
and boys—some of them down stairs and some 
of them as high up as the fifth floor. Those on 
the upper fleors had barely time to rush down 
stairs, without any head covering, so rapid was 
the progress of the flames. 

It was a desperate battle for a while. Addi- 
tional alarms were sounded, for the gale helped 
the flames to beat the firemen back, but the 
latter finally won.

IDDERS WERE KEPT BUSY 


AUCTION SALE OF THE JOSHUA 
JONES ESTA. 
OVER TWO MILLION DOLLARS OBTAINED 
IN TWO HOURS FOR PROPERTY MOST 
OF WHICH IS DOWN-TOWN, 

Peter F. Meyer has faced many interest- 
ing crowds of bidders from his stand 1n the Real 
Estate Exchange, but never until yesterday did 
he enjoy the experience of selling property at 
the rate of $1,000,000 an hour. That is what 
he did for two hours with the estate of Joshua 
Jones. There had been a former sale of the 
Property of this rich and eccentric bachelor on 
Nov, 22, when Mr, Meyer disposed of some west- 
side property, malniy unimproved, and worked 
all the afternoon to realize something under 
$2,000,000. Yesterday’s offerings were mainly 
of down-town business property. It was antici- 
pated that it would ge like hot cakes. The 
character of the attendance before the sale 
opened strengthened this anticipation. All the 
agents of the great estates, buyers whose opera- 
tions mount high, capitalists, investors, bus!- 
ness men looking for a safe lodgment for their 
surplus, and a sprinkling of rich speeulators 
made up the gathering. 

On the basis of the former sale the Executors 
oalouiated that the property offered yesterday 
would bring about $2,000,000, That was quite 
as high as could be expected at private sale, 
which means thatit wasatop priee. Bidding 
started in actively. There were ne pauses in 
the early oifers. The auctionsor raised his finger 
and the crowd kept him sawing the air with it 
in recognition of successive climbing bids. 

A tour-story brick house at 44 Water-street, 
hear Coenties-alip, was firstoftered. At the first 
sign ofa drag in bidding Mr. Meyer sold it to H. 
Brewer & Brother at $15.500. That continued 
to be the way with the offerings that followed. 
Everybody in the crowded salesroom knew how 
bids were running, for Mr. Meyer’s extraordi- 
nary voite wus never In better trim, but he sold 
en the principle that everybody who wanted 
anything on the list had come to the sale with 
a fixed limit, and that there was no use in 
Wasting time trying to coax bidders beyond 
such limits. Bidders soon got to understand 
that they must speak quickly, and business 
moved on rapidly. 

One of the liveliest of the saies was of the 
property at 203 Broadway, just below the 
corner of Fulton-atreet, opposite the Avening 
Jost Building, and of 164, 166, and 168 Fulton- 
street, 100 feet from the corner of Broadway, 
but abutting the above Broadway property. 
Aimong the bidders was a dapper man, who 
atood directly under the auctioneer’s stand. He 
raised every bid until his rivals began to crane 
their necks to see who he was. Huving suc- 
ceeded, they gave up the contest,and the Broad- 
way building was knocked down at $211,000 
and the Fulton-street property at $151,000. 
The successful bidder passed uv for announce- 
ment the name R. Cc Alexandre, but with it 
also another cara for the auctioneer’s eye, with 
the name of Elhott fF. Shepard. Then he van- 
ished. it was the “Colonel” himself. He secured 
a frontage on Groadway of 24 feet 9 inches at 
about $8,500 per front foot. The entire lot cest 
him $85 per square foot, against $30 per square 
toot for tne Fulton-street property around the 
corner. Altogether, he got 7,650 square feet 
for $362,000. 

A little of the property was bought for heirs, 
but no considerable portion, and one or two 
pieces by tenants. Judge Dugro added to his 
reputation as a buyer of corner property by one 
dowa-town improved piece and an up-town lot. 
In the opinion of the Hxecutors the bargain of 
the sale was the Staten Island homestead, near 
St. George, which cost over $90,000 and was 
eecured by William Alexander Smith for 
$35,000. 

The down-tewn improved property, which 
was soldin 2Y lots, brought $2,121,550; 4 up- 
town lots, at Seventy-tifth-street and Ninth- 
avenue, brought $72,000, Adding the $35,000 
tor the Staten Island property, brought the total 
up to $2,228,550. 

This sum beats the record of any former day’s 
sale of a single estate op the Exchange, and, 
together with the up-town sale of Nov. 22, the 
total of $4,000,000 for the lana to which Joshua 
Jones held title in this city is the largest amount 
ever rezlized from any estate here at auction.

THE CUNSHRVA LIBELED. 


CONSUL JULIA’S PURCHASE PROVING A 
WHITE ELEPHANT. 

The thus far unfortunate San Dominican 
steamer Conserva was seized Monday night by 
United States Marshal Stafford. Yesterday 
morning she was towed to the Atlantic Dock, in 
Brooklyn, and left in the hands of the officers. 
‘he seizure was executed in pursuance of afli- 
davits and an application for libel placed in the 
hands of United States District Attorney M. D. 
Wilber by Marquis de Chambrau, counsel for 
the Haytian Mintster. The reasons for this 
action, as stated by Minister Preston, were that 


the Conserva had been fitted out as a man- 
of-war 1n this port, had been bought by Consul 
Julia of the Dominican Government with funas 
supplied by Dr. Nemour Auguste, an omissary 
ot the partisans of Hippolyte, and that the ves- 
sel, although flying the San Dominican flag, was 
in reality intended for the enemies of Légitime, 
the legal head of the Haytian Government, 
Counsq for both branches of the Haytian Gov- 
ernment were at District Attorney Wilber’s 
office, in Brooklyn, ail day arguing op the mat- 
ter, but they reached no decision. 

Mr. Preston thought that there would be no 
ditticulty in preving his case. He held that 
there was much wore'evidence of illegal inten- 
tions on the part of the purchasers of the 
steamer than there bad been in previous cases 
of a like nature where the vessel had been con- 
demned. Ifhe had sufticilent time to collect 
evidence there would be no difficulty he 
thought. 

The case may not come up until after the 
opening of the new Administration, and Minister 
Preston hopes that the attitude of the United 
States toward Hayti wil) then assume a more 
taverable aspect for Légitime. It was rumored 
that Mr. Preston had already received assur- 
anees from Mr. Blaine to this eifect, but Mr. 
Preston yesterday denied that story. . 

The crew of the Conserva will not be willing 
to go to sea in her again it was said yesterday 
by one of its member’. The vessel’s run out- 
side Sandy Hook was indicative of her absolute 
unseaworthiness it was reported. The water 
rushed in around the new jron plates, and had 
she not returned to Gravesend Bay and attend- 
ea tothe pumps she would have sunk in an- 
other hour. A fire broke eut Sunday near the 
donkey engines and created the greatest con- 
fusion on board, 1t being feared that an infernal 
machine of some sort had been put on the ship 
and that an explosion would foliow. 

Dissatisfaction was alse expressed yesterday 
by 15 of the men on account of their not having 
received their pay.

AHONG THE RECORDS. 
xs Sintndilscsiandes 
INFORMATION WANTED OF THE SERV- 
ICES AT WASHINGTON’S INAUGURATION. 
The Centenniai Sub-Committee -in charge 
of the church services commemorative of the 
inauguration ef George Washington as first 
President is to-day regretting the fact that no 
printed records er acceunt of the religious cer- 
emonies which took place on that momentous 
oceasion are extant. 
“The services in St. Paul’s Chapel on the 
30th of April ensuing,” said the Rev. Dr. Dix, 


the Chairman of the sub-committee, yesterday, 
““will be very simple, aud will consist of atew 
collects, or prayers, appropriate to the occa- 
sion, two or three cooeregational hymns, the 
singing of a simple Te Deum by the choir of St. 
Paul's, and a sbort address by Bishop Potter. 

“When our special committee was appointed 
it was thought that we should have no diflicalty 
in duplisating the church serview in St. Paul’s 
Chapel which Gen. Washington attended after 
his inauguration. But it has been unable, up to 
the present time, ta discover any record what- 
ever, either printed or written, of the pro- 
gramme or order of serviecs on that occasion. 
I have caused the archives of ‘Trinity Parish to 
be searched diligently, but without suecess. No 
Memorandum on the subject is to be found in 
the parish registers. The newspapers of tho 
period contain no report whatever ot the church 
services then held, and the speeial committee is 
accordingly wholly at a less as respects whac 
our forefathers did, and will be obliged conse- 
quently to proceed en original lines, 

‘“‘A number of days were spent among the 
archives iu the Historical Society library. Files 
of old newspapers and documents were closely 
examined, but beyond the discovery that ‘on 
the afternoon of April 30, 1779, immediately 
following the inauguratien ceremonies, Presi- 
dent Washington proceeded to st. Paul’s Chapel, 
where a sermon was preached by the Right Kev. 
Samuel Provoost, Bishop of the Diovese,’ noth- 
ing resulted from the researches in that quarter. 
I have no question in the world but that some- 
where there must be oxtant an account of these 
serviees, probably in some old letters written 
by some persons who were present in St. Paul’s 
on. that occasion. The special committee is in 
hopes that the publication of the dilemma in 
which it finds itself will have the effees of in- 
ducing the descendants of revolutionary sires 
to look carefully over the letters and papers in 
their possession, to the end that the committee 
may be put in possession of authentic data 
whieh will enable 1t to reproduce as far as 
possible the religious services attending the 
inauguration of President Washington.”

Lhese Eastern purchasers had no 
idea that their stock was liable to assessment, 
and they biame Mr. Ballou ter not telling them 
just how matters stood before selling them the 
stock. ‘They have instituted a suit against 
Baliou for $50,000 damagea, and to compel an 
accounting of the money that he received in 
payment for the stock sold here, This suit is 
prought in the name of George Holhhes as at- 
torney for the Eastern steekholders.

THEY DENOUNCE THK LARMON BILL AS 
EVIL LEGISLATION, 

The Legislative Committee of the Real 
Estate Exchange transacted some important 
business at yesterday’s meeting. Of special 
interest to taxpayers and investors was the re- 
port of the special committee appointed to ex- 
amine and repert upon the Larmon Personal 
Tax bill, whose iniquities were recently fully 
exposed editorially in THE Times. This com- 
mittee, consisting of Sinclair Myers, George De 
F. Barton, W. C. Orr, Samuel F. Jayne, and Bev- 
erly Ward, fully concur in the views expressed 
in this journal, and so stated in a report, which 
was unanimously adopted by the fuil eommit- 
tee. A copy of the report will be sent to each 


legislator at Albany, with the signature of 
every one of the 60 or more members of the 
committee. The report is as follows: 

“Your committee to whom Assembly bill No. 238 
was referred beg to report that, in their opinien, it 
18 an unjust bill and one most particularly perni- 
cious and detrimental to the interest of real estate. 
By its enactment much outside capital which is now 
invested in various business indystries in this 
state, whereby the value of real property is in- 
creased, wouid be excluded snd driven out. 

“It orfers a premium to people of easy and of no 
consciences to resort to false swearing in order to 
avoid taxation, while the money of widows and or- 
phans in the custody of Kxecutors end Trustees 
would be mulcted to the fullest extent. 

“At present the mortgagee receives and the 
mortgageor pays a lower rate of interest, because 
the latter has all the tax to pay. Mortgages are 
mace and the rates of interest adjusted with refer- 
ence to it. Keal estate, its interest and values, 
have increased because borrowing has been easy. 
If we remove or hamper that ability te borrow on 
real estate seeurity its value will be diminished 
accordingly. 

“The calling in of mortgages for payment in the 
event of the passage of this bill would result in a 
financial panic, and the inability of owners of real 
property to replaee their mortgages would transfer 
lhe ownership of Vast amounts of real estate to 
financial iustitutions and others who have made 
loans under the security .of the present laws, 
thereby possibly temporarily enriching these in- 
stitutions, but certainly impoverishing the many 
unfortunate borrowers. 

* snstead, theretore, of being a measure for the 
relief of real property, this bill, if made a law, 
would cripple ana injure it, seriously impair its 
vaiue, and kelp to prevent, if it did not entirely ac- 
complish it, an increase in all buildimg operations. 

**We desire and recommend that opposition to 
this bill be wade as ellicient as possibie, and we 
further reeommend that proper legislation be 
sought looking to the entire abolition of taxation 
on mortgages.” 

The bill introduced by Mr. Ives, authorizing 
the Department of Parks and the Sinking Fund 

Commissieners to lease, at public or private 
letting, lands and buildings within the new 
parks not needed at present by the city, also 
came up for discussion. John D. Crimmins 
offered resolutions of indorsement, urging that 
a@revenue could ba substituted for an expense 
if the bill were to become a law. 

In answer to questions in regard to the per- 
eentage that rentals should bear to the value of 
the property, Mr. Crimimins said he thought a 
provision in this regard might prove embarrass- 
ing, and that it onght to be ussumed that the 
city authorities would get as high rentals as 
possible. 

Mr. Crimmins’s resolutions were adopted, 
and a copy will be sent to each member of the 
Legislature. 

Upon the motion of George 8. Lespinasse, all 
bills now pending which seek a repeal of the 
eonspiracy laws will be examined with a view 
to epposition, in case such bills shali appear to 
threaten the bullding interests of the sity.

They expect that the 
meeting will pass resolutions favoring the re- 
peal bill introduced by Senator McLaugniin, 
and that a committee will be appointed te go to 
Albany and there represent the views of the 
Exchange before the legislators. 

Vory etle attention is being paid to the threat 
that some of the canal people would try to have 
the Exchange charter annulled, en the ground 
that its members had violated the existing law.
